The offices of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL will be 
removed on May 1, 1907, to the new Kvening Post build- 
ing, No. 20 Vesey street. Our present offices front on Ann 
street, which runs east from Broadway. Vesey street is 
the prolongation of Ann street west of Broadway, so that 
our new offices are about the same distance west of Broad- 
way that our present offices are east of that thoroughfare, 
and on the same line. The new Evening Post building is 
opposite St. Paul’s church-yard and directly in the rear of 
the old Astor House, which is on the corner of Broadway 
and Vesey street. It is a fine new building, fire-proof 
throughout, and of the most modern construction. The 
windows of our new offices, which are on the seventh floor, 
overlook to the west the Hudson River and the beautiful 
hills of New Jersey beyond it, and to the north and east 





overlook the city. There are no finer offices in the city 
and none more conveniently located for our business, the 
post-office being only a short block away. 

Representative Foss, Chairman of the House Commit- 


tee on Naval Affairs, contends that events are tending 
toward 2 verification of the prophecy made by William 
H. Seward, in 1852, that the great theater of world 
events in the future would be the Pacific ocean. “Our 
aim,” says Mr. Foss, in an interview in the Washington 
Post, ‘‘should be the conquest of the Pacific, and con- 
quer it we shall, not by the sword, but by American 
goods in the trade that shall be ours. To protect that 
trade and our possessions in the Pacific we need a great 
Navy that will make it extremely dangerous to attack 
us, During the past century our relations have been al- 
most entirely with Europe, and we have built up our 
fleets in the Atlantic ocean. But under the new condi- 
tions, with the filling up of the country and the reaching 
for trade and wealth across the Pacific, we need a great 
naval force on the western side of our land. Many mil- 
lions should be spent to defend it. It has been contended 
that the building of the Panama Canal will practically 
double our fleet, because it will shorten the distance be- 
tween the two great oceans. But it should be remem- 
bered that the completion of the Panama Canal will make 
the Caribbean sea a western Mediterranean, in which 
the nations of the world will compete for commercial 
advantage. Our trade will develop in South and Central 
America and Mexico, and we need a larger fleet to pro- 
tect it there, We need the present fleet to protect the 
Atlantic, and it should be developed. In addition, we 
heed a great Pacific fleet. During the next generation 
or two our development as a nation will be to the south 
of us and across the Pacific, and the story of that de- 
Velopment will be even more romantic than the sweep 
of people across the country from 1850 to 1895. I do 
hot anticipate any war with Japan. Our ambitions and 
trade will conflict, but Japan is now too poor to fight.

Brig. Gen, Alexander Mackenzie, Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A., has been named by the President as a member of 
the Iulend Waterways Commission, the other members 
being Congressman Theodore E. Burton, chairman; Sen- 
ator Francis G, Newlands, Senator William Warner, Con- 
sressman John H. Bankhead, Dr. W. J. McGee, F. H. 
Newell, Gifford Pinchot, Herbert Knox Smith. In a let- 
wae inviting the gentlemen above-named to serve on the 
Commission, President Roosevelt says’in part: “The 
“nergy of our people has hitherto been largely directed to- 
ward industrial development connected with field and for- 
est and with coal and iron, and some of these sources of 
material and power are already largely depleted; while 
our inland waterways as a whole have thus far received 
rae Apa It is becoming clear that our streams 
ee . e considered and conserved as great natural: re- 

urces, It is common knowledge that the railroads of 





the United States are no longer able to move crops and 
manufactures rapidly enough to secure the prompt trans- 
action of the business of the nation, and there is small 
prospect of immediate relief. Representative railroad men 
point out that the products of the Northern interior states 
have doubled in ten years, while the railroads’ facilities 
have increased but one-eighth, and there is reason to 
doubt whether any development of the railroads possible 
in the near future will suffice to keep transportation 
abreast of production. There appears to be but one com- 
plete remedy—the development of a complementary sys- 
tem of transportation by water.” 


ditin 
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Hon. Leslie M. Shaw, late Secretary of the Treasury, 
delivered an address at the banquet of the South Carolina 
Society in New York on the evening of March 18, in the 
course of which he made an earnest plea for the double- 
tracking of our great continental railroads. The addi- 
tional tracks, he declared, are as necessary to the business 
welfare of the country as were the original lines when 
they were built. He also referred to the importance of 
additional trackage to the interests of national defense, 
and said that in an emergency requiring the assembling 
of large bodies of troops on the Pacific coast all the pres- 
ent lines combined could not transport an army, with its 
equipment and supplies, across the continent in less than 
six months. ‘The size of the army which Mr. Shaw had 
in mind in making this statement was not specified, but if 
he meant an army of, say 500,000, he was probably not 
very far out of the way in his estimate. One sure thing 
is that a contingency calling for the movement of large 
bodies of troops over great distances would cause ruinous 
confusion in business affairs and a temporary paralysis of 
transcontinental-commercial traffic. The difficulties of 
carrying armies to remote points were forcibly illustrated 
in the experience of Russia in the war with Japan, the 
single track road across Siberia rendering the movement 
of troops to the front, 5,000 miles away, both tedious and 
costly. Our transport facilities are, of course, vastly su- 
perior to Russia’s, but if it became necessary to carry an 
ormy of half a million across the continent the country 
would probably ring with denunciation of the really una- 
voidable slowness with which the movement was conduct- 
ed. An attentive study of the situation will convince the 
intelligent inquirer that an increase in the trackage of 
the transcontinental roads is an urgent need of the na- 
tional defense. 











In view of the fact that the territory comprising the 
proposed state of Oklahoma was redeemed from savagery 
and thrown oper to civilization by the United States 
Army, the action of the constitutional convention of the 
new commonwealth in embodying in- its organic law a 
clause disfranchising soldiers, sailors and marines will be 
recognized by fair-minded men as a disgraceful exhibition 
of insolence and ingratitude. It is a scandalous fact that 
various states withhold the ballot from men wearing the 
nation’s uniform, treating them in this respect as they 
treat convicted felons, paupers and idiots, but that a new 
state, which could never have been organized except for 
the Army, should be guilty of such an act of bigotry and 
intolerance is positively monstrous. It is gratifying to 
observe that the District of Columbia Department, Span- 
ish War Veterans, has spoken in condemnation of this in- 
justice, and we hope its resolutions, denouncing the pro- 
ceeding as a direct insult to all American soldiers, sailors 
and marines, will be taken up and ratified by every or- 
ganization of veterans in the entire country. The resolu- 
tions invite the attention of Commander-in-Chief Hamil- 
ton Ward, of Buffalo, to the action of the Oklahoma con- 
yention and request him to call a meeting of the national 
council of administration with a view to holding the next 
encampment at some other place than Oklahoma City. 
We believe the President has conditionally agreed to at- 
tend the national encampment of the Spanish War Vet- 
erans. Is it conceivable that the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army and Navy should attend if the encampment 
were held in a state which in its constitution virtually 
declares our soldiers and sailors unfit to exercise the fun- 
damental right of American citizenship?

The contention of Capt. Johnson Hagood, Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., that in the matter of pay the higher grades of 
enlisted men of the Army are really better off than the 
second lieutenants, has elicited objections from several 
non-commissioned officers, who insist that Captain Ha- 
good’s comparisons, which appeared in the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat of March 16, are not entirely fair. One 
points out that the lieutenant is treated more liberally 
in the item of travel pay than the non-commissioned 
officer, and that if the latter is married every change of 
station subjects him to heavy expenses for transporta- 
tion. Another complains that the allowances of non- 
commissioned officers are so small that very few can 
saye money out of their pay. These criticisms, how- 
ever, should not be allowed to obscure Captain Hagood’s 
real attitude on the pay question. He favors an increase 
in pay, both for officers and men, but he frankly de- 
clares that the men are more in need of the increase and 
that it would improve the efficiency of the Army more 
than would an increase for the officers. It is to be re- 
membered also that Captain Hagood holds that the pay 
of first sergeants should be doubled.

One of the difficult questions to be solved in restoring 
the Cuban republic is how and in what form to reorgan- 
ize the military establishment of the island. One party 





favors a regular army composed of 2,500 infantry and 
1,500 artillery, together with a Rural Guard numbering 
about 3,800 officers and men. The other party contends 
that the military needs of the country can all be met by 
increasing the Rural Guard to about 12,000. The op- 
ponents of this plan insist that the Rural Guard, being 
a civilian corps, and in close contact with the people, can- 
not develop the true military spirit or be made amenable 
to the thorough discipline upon which efficiency depends. 
On the other hand, it is pointed out that it would be a 
mistake to create a mixed force consisting partly of 
guards and partly of regulars, such an arrangement be- 
ing likely to lead to confusion and éxtravagance in ad- 
ministration and probably to friction and jealousy be- 
tween the two*classes of troops. The whole military ques- 
tion in Cuba is confused and disheartening, but it must 
be settled before the withdrawal of the American forces. 
In adjusting that difficulty and turning over to the Cuban 
people a military organization able and ready to protect 
their liberties and maintain law and order in the island, 
the officers of the United States Army will again disclose 
to the world their constructive energy, tact and fidelity to 
duty.

Secretary Taft again attests his deep interest in the 
welfare of the Philippines by announcing that he will sail 
for the islands in September next, his purpose being to 
preside at the opening session of the Filipino assembly. 
It is particularly appropriate that Secretary Taft should 
have the honor of opening the first popular legislative 
body ever assembled in our Oriental possessions. As the 
first Civil Governor of the Philippines, he proved himself 
the steadfast friend of the islanders, and his influence 
both in that capacity and in his present office has been 
constantly exerted for the promotion of their highest 
interests. His administration of the affairs of the islands 
was just, conciliatory and upright, and it laid the foun- 
dation for the broader development of civil institutions 
which has since been accomplished throughout the archi- 
pelago. His presence at the first session of the Filipino 
assembly will be an assurance to its members and their 
constituents of the sincere interest of the American 
Government in their progress and welfare and of its 
earnest desire to contribute in all proper ways to their 
political advancement. Their success in the forthcoming 
experiment in self-rule will be measured in large degree 
by the extent to which their legislation conforms to Judge 
Taft’s high ideals of citizenship and public duty.

If it be true, as stated in press despatches, that the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce has officially protested 
against the presence of Japanese warships in the inter- 
national naval display in connection with the Jamestown 
Exposition, we can say only this, that the proceeding is 
uncalled for, imprudent and in extremely bad taste. The 
Japanese ships are coming to American waters on the 
specific invitation of the United States Government. Their 
visit is one of friendsbip, pure and simple. They and 
their officers and crews are to be the guests of the nation 
and as such should be and will be received with the hear- 
tiest demonstration of hospitality and good will. That a 
body pretending to be a representative American commer- 
cial organization should object to the appearance of the 
warships of a great and friendly nation in the naval as- 
sembly at Jamestown is both amazing and discreditable. 
Moreover, an objection from a Pacific seaport to the ap- 
pearance of those ships in a port on the Atlantic coast is 
little short of impertinent.

Lieut. Col. Robert L. Bullard, 8th U.S. Infantry, in 
an article entitled “The Cuban Negro,” which appears 
in the North American Review, expresses the belief that 
the Cuban negroes, feeling that it was they who liberated 
the island, will demand an increasing share in its gov- 
ernment. He says: “Notwithstanding the whisperings 
of knowledge and reason, Cubans as yet credit Cuba’s 
independence of Spain to Cuban deeds. There are few 
who are ready to admit, what the world knows, that 
Cubans had failed when the ‘Maine’ was blown up. 
Among the great common bulk there is quiet assumption 
that they, none others, drove out the Spaniards. So 
think the black population, who so largely formed the 
ranks of the revolution. Having taken, as they think, 
so effective a part in securing the independence of their 
country, they are inclined to demand a corresponding 
part in its administration.”

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In pursuance of a program previously announced, the 
President on March 16 issued an Executive Order making 
the following changes in the organization of the Panama 
Canal project: “Major William L. Sibert, C.E., U.S.A.; 
Major David DuB. Gaillard, C.E., U.S.A., and Civil 
Engr. Harry H. Rousseau, U.S.N., are hereby appointed 
members of the Isthmian Canal Commission, vice Benja- 
min Harrod, Gen. Peter C. Hains, U.S.A., and Civil 
Engr. M. T. Endicott, U.S.N., resigned. Major Sibert, Ma- 
jor Gaillard and Civil Engineer Rousseau will each receive 
compensation at the rate of $14,000 per annum, including 
Service pay. Each will be allowed the use of a furnished 
dwelling house on the Isthmus and his actual. and neces- 
sary expenses while away from the Isthmus of Panama 
on official business.”

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The official Army Register for 1907 is now being de- 
livered by the Public Printer, and is being distributed by 
the War Department. : 
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The decision of the Court of Claims in the McCully 
case rendered on March 11, 1907, solves a very much de- 
bated question concerning the right of officers of the Navy 
to full sea pay with ten per cent. increase from the date 
of detachment from shore duty beyond seas to the date of 
return to the United States on an order which does not 
involve a return to sea duty, Officers detached from duty 
in the Philippines or other shore duty stations and or- 
dered directly to the United States have felt for some 
time that the law provided full pay with the ten per cent. 
increase until the date of return to this country. A por- 
tion of the opinion of the Court of Claims on this ques- 
tion is as follows: “So far as we are advised, the rul- 
ing has been uniform that where an officer of the Navy 
is detached from sea duty he at once cease8 to be entitled 
to sea pay, and for the same reason when such officer has 
been detached from shore duty beyond seas his pay for 
that service ceases under the provisions of the Act of 
March 2, 1901 (supra), providing that ‘the time of such 
service shall be counted from the date of departure from 
said States to the date of return thereto’ is controlling. 
Therefore, in order to determine the claimant’s right, we 
are required to construe those words. The claimant was 
paid full sea pay, plus the increase of 10 per cent., from 
the date of his departure from the United States to the 
date he was so detached from special duty, and such we 
are advised is in harmony with the ruling of the account- 
ing officers, on the ground that when the claimant sailed 
from the United States he was traveling under the order 
of detail for shore duty beyond seas, while on his return 
voyage he was traveling under the order detaching him 
therefrom and ordering him to shore duty in Washington. 
If the statute authorizes the payment of the increase of 
10 per cent. to the date of his return to the United States, 
then the order detaching the claimant from duty at St. 
Petersburg would not operate to deprive him thereof, nor 
would it operate to place him on ordinary shore duty un- 
til his return to the United States. As the time of ser- 
vice which the act provides, ‘shall be counted from the 
date of departure from said States to the date of return 
thereto,’ evidently means time of service ‘beyond the lim- 
its of the United States,’ it follows that when an officer 
of the Navy. is detailed for shore duty beyond seas, his 
service under such detail begins upon his departure from 
the United States and ends when he returns thereto.” 
The Messrs. King, of Washington, have had this matter 
before the courts in various test cases and this is the first 
one in which an opinion has been handed down covering 
the whole subject. It is not yet determined whether an 
appeal will be taken to the Supreme Court.

A militia correspondent, Arthur E. Johnson, ist Minn. 
N.G., writes, saying: “In your paper of Feb. 23, on page 
695, is an article by an Army officer regarding the organ- 
ized militia. I will say we of the militia love and respect 
our officers, because of the privilege of the so-called ‘ri- 
diculous custom’ which gives us the right to choose for 
ourselves, the same as any American is allowed to vote 
for the President or any other official, We are not under 
any rules or regulations such as the enlisted man of the 
Regular Service is compelled to submit to, yet I have 
never seen or heard of a command being disobeyed in our 
regiment.” The argument of our correspondent may be 
sound, but his illustrations are unfortunate, inasmuch as 
no citizen of the United States is allowed to vote directly 
for the President, nor is he allowed to vote for any of the 
heads of the various departments of the United States 
Government nor for any one of the officials under their 
control, numbering altogether more than one hundred 
thousand persons. From this it would appear that the 
principle of choosing by vote those to rule over us is not 
so universal as our correspondent, with many others, ap- 
pears to assume. Not one of those belonging to the execu- 
tive or judicial branches of the United States Government 
is chosen by ballot, nor is the Senate of the United States. 
The principle which excludes these federal officers from 
choice by universal suffrage is far more applicable to the 
choice of military officers. It is interesting to note in 
this connection that of the twenty-one Presidents elected 
thus far eight have been minority candidates chosen 
against the wishes of a majority of their countrymen. 
These are John Q. Adams, James K. Polk, Zachary Tay- 
lor, James Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln (first term), 
Rutherford B. Hayes, James A. Garfield, Grover Cleve- 
land (both terms), and Benjamin Harrison. On his first 
election Abraham Lincoln had barely forty per cent. of 
the popular vote and on his second election Grover Cleve- 
land had only forty-six per cent.

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‘The wireless telegraph station at Point Loma, near 
San Diego, Cal., has succeeded in picking up messages 
being sent between the Washington, D.C., station and 
the station at Pensacola, Fla., as we noted last week. 
This is regarded as one of the most remarkable feats yet 
accomplished by the wireless in use by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and if the messages as picked up by the Point Loma 
instruments, and which have been sent to the stations 
from which they were transmitted for verification, are 
found to be correct, the Southern California station will 
hold the record for long distance messages. For some 
time the operators at Point Loma have been experimenting 
and much gratification was felt when communication was 
established between this station, at the extreme end of 
the California coast, and the Puget Sound Navy Yard, 
over one thousand miles distant. Recently the Point 
Loma operators have installed a small electrolitic in ad- 


dition to the regular government instruments, but. al- 


*. 


though experiments were made with it for several weeks 
only indifferent results were attained until March 10, 
when the instruments showed signs of life, and the opera- 
tor in charge, J. A. Millison, discovered that the instru- 
ments were taking up messages being transmitted between 
Washington and Pensacola, and also between the U.S.S. 
Connecticut, then in New York harbor, and the Navy De- 
partment. So clear did the messages appear on the Point 
Loma instruments that the operator commenced sending 
messages to both Pensacola and Washington, and was at 
once answered by the operators at those stations. Copies 
of these messages have been sent to the operators for 
verification, and the California station is eagerly awaiting 
the news of their accuracy, which will result in Point 
Loma holding such an enviable record. The Point Loma 
station, like the others established on the Pacific coast, 
is under the jurisdiction of the equipment department at 
Mare Island, from which place an expedition was sent 
to install the San Diego station.

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It is gratifying to observe that the bill now pending 
in the legislature of Illinois, which is designed to ex- 
terminate the saloons and vile resorts which infest the 
village of Highwood, adjoining Fort Sheridan, and to 
prevent the appearance of similar establishments near 
the Great Lakes Naval Training Station, is heartily sup- 
ported by the reputable newspapers of Chicago. One of 
those journals, the Inter-Ocean, declares that conditions 
at Highwood are infamous. “Of course,” that journal 
adds, “the primary responsibility for the evil of High- 
wood is upon those well-meaning men and women who 
insisted upon the abolition of the Army post canteen and 
upon the Congressmen who lacked the courage to stand 
up against ignorant and sentimental clamor. If the 
Fort Sheridan soldiers had the privilege of drinking 
decently at home few of them would be tempted to de- 
bauchery at Highwood. When the canteen existed at 
the post there was no such sink of infamy at Highwood. 
However, the failure of Congress to act with common 
sense does not excuse the Illinois Legislature for refusing 
to act with common decency. Thanks to the legalized 
licentiousness which the State tolerates at Highwood, 
Fort Sheridan has become one of the plague spots of the 
American Army. Conditions have become so bad, and 
apparently so hopeless, there that the War Department 
has seriously considered abandoning the post. For obvi- 
ous reasons it is not to the interest of Chicago and II- 
linois that there should be no national military force 
stationed in the neighborhood of this city. Pending the 
return of Congress to a common sense attitude on the 
canteen question, the Illinois Legislature can do some- 
thing toward abating a crying evil and a scandal upon 
the State by suppressing the Highwood dives.”

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The United Engineering Society, representing the Amer- 
ican Institute of Electrical Engineers, the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers and the American Institute 
of Mining Engineers, have issued invitations to the dedica- 
tion of the building given by Mr. Andrew Carnegie as a 
home for American engineering societies at 29 West 39th 
street, New York, on April 16 and 17, 1907. The formal 
dedication exercises will be held on the afternoon of Tues- 
day, April 17, and a reception will follow in the evening. 
The afternoon of Wednesday, Founder’s Day, will be de- 
voted to addresses by representatives of the Founder’s 
Societies, greetings from sister societies and institutions, 
and the presentation of medals. The dedication exercises 
will be followed on Thursday afternoon, April 18, by a 
session of the American Institute of Mining Engineers, at 
which Mr. H. T. Hildage will read a paper describing the 
excavation and tunnel work now being carried on by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. In the evening the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers will listen to an address by 
Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., 
on “The Ordnance Department as an Hngineering Or- 
ganization. There will be a meeting of the American In- 
stitute of Mining Engineers on Friday, April 19, with an 
informal smoker for members of all the societies. 
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The Field Artillery board at Fort Riley is experiment- 
ing with harness with the saddle for the off-horse elimi- 
nated. Under the new regulations the necessity for it is 
done away with, as it only adds weight for the animal 
to carry. ‘The board is also considering the advisability 
of changing the mogul springs from the end of the trace, 
which is attached to the singletree, to the end; that is, 
attached to the collar, as the contraction of the spring 
often rubs off the hair and the hide from the hind legs of 
the animal. In view of the cutting down of the amount of 
forage issued to animals, the Cavalry and Field Artillery 
boards at Fort Riley have been directed to make recom- 
mendations as to the least amount that can be issued and 
still leave the animals in good condition. It is probable 
that the amount of grain for each cavalry horse will be 
cut to nine pounds and the amount for each artillery 
horse to ten pounds, unless some particularly hard work 
calls for the full allowance, when it will be issued. This 
is the first instance of the kind that can be remembered 
when troops have been serving under normal conditions in 
garrison that it was found necessary to reduce the forage 
allowance.

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Col. John Van R. Hoff, Med. Dept., U.S.A., contends 
that, while the time allowed in the garrison schools for 
teaching military hygiene as prescribed in General Or- 
ders No. 115, series of 1904, is inadequate, the progress 





which has been made in such instruction is most grati- 
fying, and that the system has been established on a 
sound basis. “In time of peace,” says Colonel Hoff, in 
an article on this subject which appears in the Journal] 
of the Military Service Institution, “the Army is reaily 
a great educational institution, in which our citizens ye 
taught, not only the art of war, knowledge of inestim:},)o 
value to the whole people should they be called upon to 
defend their liberties, but at the same time much that 
can be put to practical use when they return to ihe 
pursuits of civil life, which over ninety per cent. of our 
soldiers do on completing one enlistment of three yexrs, 
In a word, our Army to-day is but a development of our 
public school system, through the instrumentality of 
which a certain proportion of our people are being nile 
not only good soldiers, against the time of need, but far 
better citizens than they would have been without the 
exceptional educational advantages the Government now 
furnishes them. Unfortunately not all our people can 
avail themselves of this educational opportunity, and vet 
it is essential that all should have an intelligent ides of 
certain elementary rules of military life, that they may 
be in position to practice them in their own persons, or 
insist that they be practised by their sons for individual 
and collective good.”

Striking testimony of the value of trained and well 
disciplined military forces in the peaceful walks of civil 
life comes from Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., where Con- 
panies I, K, L and M, of the 7th U.S. Infantry are sia- 
tioned. The Evening News, of the above city, of March 
14, referring to the splendid work of officers and men 
from Fort Brady at a recent fire in the city, s:ys: 
“Again the citizens of the city are indebted to M:jor 
Ducat and the officers and men of the 7th U.S. Infantry 
for aid in time of- great need. The work which the sol- 
diers did at the Iroquois hotel fire elicited praise from 
all of the spectators, as well as Messrs. Phillips and 
Welton and the guests who occupied the ill-fated hostelry 
on last Monday night. There is no doubt that it was 
the work of the battalion alone which saved the coitage 
adjoining the hotel building to the west and had this 





gone there was every likelihood of the flames spreading 
to the property still further west, as well as to the U.S.

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Col. William ©. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Chief 
Sanitary Officer of the Panama Canal Zone, shows in his 
report for the month of January; 1907, that health con- 
ditions among the canal employees are still improving. 
He says in part: “The principal cause of death among 
the employees was pneumonia, seventeen, followed second 
by malaria, twelve. In August these diseases stood, re- 
spectively, pneumonia, fifty-five, and malaria, twenty-nine. 
Among our 5,000 American employees we had five deaths, 


giving us a rate of twelve per thousand. Among our 800 
American women and children we had no deaths from any 


cause. I call attention to the considerable increase in the 
population, which took place during the month of Jan- 
uary, 5,600 people more having arrived during the month 
than departed. ‘The force on our rolls was increased by 


nearly 2,000. Our best showing, however, as it a!ways 
has been, is in our sick rate. In August we had every 
day during the month, out of every thousand men, forty- 
two on the sick list. This for a command of soldiers 
would be a small rate. In December it had dropped to 
thirty per thousand, and in January to twenty-six per 
thousand.”

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THE EQUITY OF THE GRAFTON CASE. 
We have received a copy of the brief on behalf of the 


plaintiff in error filed March 10 in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, in the case of Grafton against the 


United States. Also a supplemental brief of the plain- 
tiff in error, and the brief of the United States, filed by 
Henry M. Hoyt, Solicitor General of the United States. 


‘These briefs are too long to be published entire, and as 


they are themselves condensed statements of the facts 
and the opposing opinions as to the iaw governing the 
facts, it would be difficult to give an intelligent state- 
ment of these conclusions within a reasonable compass. 
We quote, however, the following statement of general 
conclusions which we find in the supplemental brief of 


Grafton, by John H. Atwood, one of his three attorneys, 


who are Clarence S. Nettles, John H. Atwood and F. D. 
Mcicenney: 

“tf we must have absolute equality before the courts 
established by the United States Government in the 
Philippines, is it not better to level up, so that the 
Filipinos shall have a jury trial, even if you doubt his 
capacity for a proper exercise of that right, rather than 
level down, by taking from the American citizens their 


.con-titutional rights, in order to bring them down to the 


level of the admittedly inferior Filipino? Why not 
frankly recognize what the Spanish war and the Treaty 
of Paris have made plain, that there is in the Philip- 
pines two races, the dominant and the subject race; that 
the dominant American, being within the dominion of 
the United States Government, carries with him to every 
place where the United States Government, in its civil 
aspect, controls, certain constitutional rights. * * * 
Just as the Roman citizens stood on a different footing 
before the law from the inhabitants of a conquered 
province, so does the American soldier stationed in the 
Philippines stand on a different footing from the people 
of tose islands, because the logic of events compels it. 
Let this fact be admitted and judicially proclaimed, not 


with a view of being tyrannical, oppressive or other than 
kind, but because it is true. 

“Jt is true that it is the hope of those who love re- 
publican institutions and democratic equality, that the 
promulgation of the Declaration of Independence, that 
all nen are equal, shall some time come to an ad- 


mitted fact as well as an exalted political hope. But 
when dealing with Visayans, Tagalogs, Bicols, [loconos, 
Pangasinans, Pampangas, and Cagayans, to say nothing 
of the Mohammedan Moros and the Pagan Igorrotes and 
Negritos of the Philippine Islands, such a thought is 
but an ‘iridescent dream’; and to attempt to enact laws 
in the Senate House or to mould them in the courts, up- 
on the hypothesis of such equality, is to be academic, 
perhaps, but certainly not practical. 

“Another thought: This is a question of statecraft 
as well as law. This court must interpret the law with 
the mind of the enlightened statesman as well as that 
of the analytical lawyer. The results that are likely to 
flow from the conclusions reached by this tribunal, must 
be considered, * * * If we surrender our’ soldiers whose 
bayonets alone prop our insular government, to the 
soldiers’ enemies to pronounce judgment upon him, will 
not contempt for us, strangle even wonder in the mind 
of that enemy? For the Government to offer up the 
soldier whose sword alone guards it in the Orient, as a 
peace offering to the Filipino, is a thing as unjust as it 
is unwise—the thought of which revolts the judicial con- 
science. What will be the effect upon the morale of the 
Army? What will become of that resourcefulness, that 
daring, that soldierly hardihood that has characterized 
the American Army, if the soldier, while contending with 
the natives, is obliged to constantly think of his prob- 


able betrayal by his own Government? Let the Govern- 
ment placate the Filipino, but do not let it pander to 
him. If this judgment is permitted to stand, the draft 
will have to be resorted to to fill the ranks of our Army, 


smal! as it is. It has been estimated by experienced 
officers that the effect of this case has already been to 
prevent the re-enlistment of more than a thousand of the 
Army’s best soldiers. 

“But suppose the Government did possess the power 
to deprive the citizen, whom it has compelled to go to 
the Philippines, of the right of a jury trial, or that the 
citizen could waive it, or both; think of the abandon un- 
fairness of sending an American citizen as a soldier to 
the Philippines for the sole purpose of holding the con- 
quered races in subjection—to suppress insurrection—to 
-be the natives’ military master—and thus compel him to 
breed for himself in the natives’ breasts, hatred and all 
uncharitableness; and then, when by any misadventure 
he comes in conflict with these natives, even in the dis- 
charge of a military duty, to turn him over to the tender 
mercies of courts presided over, in part, by judges who 
are natives, and so his enemies. That this enmity exists 
will net be questioned by the candid man. Not by the 
fawner upon power that place may be his—who forgets 
the conqueror and sees only the patron—can we judge 
of Filipino feeling; but rather by such horrors as that of 
Balangiga in Samar, where soldiers’ corpses were muti- 
lated uuspeakably by the bolo-wielding butchers.

me manner that the telling of it would so violate the 
Tules of decency and this court’s decorum that the same 
cannot be here printed. Such a sight would be bound to 


impress itself upon his mind and when dealing with 
natives himself he would do so with recollections, that 
made perfectly clear to him, that to take chances of 
being overpowered by such adversaries was not only no 
part of a soldier’s duty but would be an act of egregious 
folly. With this knowledge of the native character he is 
sent with a small detachment of twenty-odd men two or 
three miles from the main body of his regiment. While 
there he sees natives manifesting, by their expressions 
and demeanor more than their usual unfriendliness, and 
he sees women of the native village near which he is 
stationed being conveyed away in boats which return 
filled with men. He not unnaturally recognizes that such 
things are the very things that the natives would do if 
they were contemplating an attack. He recalls that it 
was just such a small detachment as the one of which he 
was then a part, that was rushed and butchered at 
Balangiga. He is apprehensive of danger, which appre- 
hension he makes known to his superior officer. Because 
of this apprehension he loads his rifle when sent to his 
post that Sunday afternoon. While walking his post he 
sees two bolomen approaching him; he crosses the road 
to avoid coming in contact withthem. They leave their 
path and come toward him and when within a short 
distance of him one displays a bolo and the two together 
rush at him; he believes he is in danger. What man of 
sense, in the light of the foregoing, would not have be- 
lieved himself in danger? 

“And under the impulse of self-preservation and in 
the fulfillment of a manifest soldier duty he fires two 
shots in rapid succession and kills these two natives. His 
commanding officer, unduly anxious to concede jurisdic- 
tion to the civil courts, inquires if the civil courts de- 
sire to take cognizance of the affair, which that court 
declines to do. The matter is then investigated by the 
military authorities; all the natives in that vicinity are 
questioned and all deny knowledge of any of the facts 
relating to the case; he is then tried by court-martial, 
duly and lawfully created, and is acquitted. But the na- 
tives don’t approve of the court-martial and complain 
of the result, and proceedings are instituted before the 
Court of First Instance. At that trial it is urged that 
Grafton has been tried once for this offense, and that plea 
is overruled. He then asks for a jury of his peers, suggest- 
ing that he is an American citizen, brought to the islands 
without his volition; that his Government was created 
by the Constitution; that that same Constitution gave 
to him this right and that his Government was in a posi- 
tion to accord to him this right because it was there in 
power. This appeal is likewise overruled. Then the 
prosecution brings forward two of the natives, who three 
months before and within ten days of the shooting had 
declared that they knew nothing of the matter, and they 
are put upon the stand and tell a tale that bears every 
mark of the apocryphal; and on their testimony the judge 
finds that these two witnesses, with erratic memories, do 
not tell the truth in certain particulars, yet from their 
testimony he deduces the conclusion that the bolo-wield- 
ing native and his companion were brandishing the 
weapon and rushing Grafton in a spirit of playfulness— 
to perpetrate a practical joke, to frighten the soldier and 
have fun with the Americano. Of course it appeared 
that Grafton did not know these men, and consequently 
could not have had a knowledge of their extraordinary no- 
tions of a jest, or that rushing at a stranger with a drawn 
bolo was only a phase of Visayan pleasantry, and not un- 
naturally supposed that they were trying to kill him, and 
simply did to them what they apparently intended to do to 
him, but did it first. This judge also found that Grafton 
was in the discharge of a military duty; that he was at 
the post where his orders placed him; that he acted with- 
out malice and in good faith; but because his judgment 
was so bad as not to recognize Filipino fun when mas- 
querading as a murderous assault, and not to see that a 
drawn bolo was the modern bauble of the licensed jester, 
he adjudged that Grafton should be sent to the peniten- 
tiary for twelve years. 

“On the appeal to the Supreme Court of the Philippines 
one American judge with three of his Filipino brethren 
joined against their three American associates to sustain 
this infamous judgment.”

LETTERS ON APPLIED TACTICS. 


“Letters on Applied Tactics” is the title of a book of 
problems, dealing with the operations of detachments of 
the three arms, written by Major General Griepenkerl, 
and with his permission translated by Major Charles H. 
Barth, 12th Inf., with substitution of our American for 
the German army organization. Over twenty-five years 
ago General Griepenkerl, as a follower of General Von 
Verdy’s applicatory method of instruction in the art of 


war, and urged to do so by younger officers, began giving 
out map problems on tactical subjects, reviewing the so- 
lutions, and adding his own suggestions. Most of this 
work had to be done in writing, as he did not live in the 
same garrison with these officers. Out of this grew a 
series of letters which he published, and since has several 
times republished with modifications suggested by changes 
in tactics and service regulations. Last year the sixth 
revised edition appeared. 

Soon after the first edition of the “Letters” appeared, 
the merits of the work attracted the attention of the 
French, who always are casting anxious and jealous eyes 
across the border, and was republished in their language. 
In this form it was first noticed in this country. It has 
since been translated into several other languages, nota- 
bly. also, into the Japanese, where it appeared in 1897 
and, doubtlessly, with von Mecket’s teachings, played its 
part in the recent Japanese success in Manchuria. The 
first chapter or “letter,” as it is called, serves as a gen- 
eral introduction and contains the author’s suggestions on 
the method to be followed in solving the problems in the 
book, as well as containing remarks on the subject of or- 
ders. ‘These remarks are based on the teachings of the 
German Field Service Regulations, and in many places 
we recognize principles reproduced in our own Field Ser- 
vice Regulations. This chapter ends with a problem, 
which the reader is urged to solve in his own way before 
reading the second chapter, and with a model for the or- 
der suggested by the problem. The second chapter con- 
tains the author’s solution of the first problem and ends 
with the second problem offered for solution, and so on to 
the end. 

The work has been declared by the Journal of the M.S. 
Institution and by the Journal of the U.S. Infantry As- 
sociation to be “one of the most important books for the 
use of Army officers that has been printed.” It is 
“important,” because instructive; it, also, is most inter- 
esting in its form, and, once begun, will hold the atten- 
tion to the end. ‘ 

The latest edition went to press in September, 1904, 
therefore, after the war in Manchuria had raged for some 
time and such battles as Yalu, Teligsu, Tashihkias, Liao- 
Yang, ete, had been fought and reported upon in a gen- 





eral way. The author had considerable material at hand 
of the latest developments in the art of war. But he did 
not see fit to unqualifiedly indorse indirect fire of field 
artillery or night attacks. In fact, he is very conserva- 
tive on these points, as is shown by the following quota- 
tions: “The employment of indirect fire (of field artil- 
lery) is exceptional ; for, although there may be no diffi- 
culty in firing from behind cover at a stationary target, 
yet the preparation for beginning to fire and picking up 
the target require a comparatively long time, and time 
usually is an important factor in engagements between 
detachments. Besides, in such engagements we must be 
in position to change the target at any moment. It is 
self-evident how difficult it is to do this with indirect fire. 
Of course, in exceptional cases, we must not shrink from 
the difficulties, but they must be cases of necessity, where 
no other positions are available. It is advisable to seek 
these difficulties, when they can be avoided, only where 
urgent reasons exist not to show our own force. ‘Effect 
first, then cover,’ remains an approved axiom in spite of 
clinometer and spirit level.” (Page 191.) 

Of night attacks he says: “I do not share the enthu- 
siasm for night attacks that is met with here and there; 
though, of course, I do not consider a night attack with 
well-disciplined troops an impossibility.” (Page 374.) 
The use of indirect fire and night attacks in the late war 
in Manchuria, undoubtedly, will cause other nations to re- 
sort to these practices in the future, notwithstanding the 
facts that the per cent. of losses from artillery fire was 
nost as great as might have been expected from the im- 
provements in that arm, and that night attacks failed 
quite as frequently as they succeeded. The artillery un- 
doubtedly saved itself numerous losses by remaining hid- 
den, though this should be a matter of secondary impor- 
tance; and the successful night attacks in most cases 
would have been failures if made by day. 

Major Barth in his translation has substituted the 
American Army organization for the German. Had the 
German organization been retained, the reader would have 
been forced either to think in the German organization, 
as it were, or else to mentally transpose the organization 
himself as he read. In addition, the numbering and ar- 
rangement of the subject matter of the orders in the orig- 
inal have been changed to conform to the models for or- 
ders recently issued to the Army in Major Swift’s pam- 
phlet. A number of references to our own Field Service 
Regulations are added in foot notes, and will prove valu- 
able by refreshing the reader’s memory and showing 
wherein our regulations find application. General Grie- 
penkerl’s work should find favor with the National Guard 
as well as with the Regular Army, for it clearly shows, 
as Major Swift says in his pamphlet on Field Orders, 
that “recent experience has dispelled this fallacy (i.e., 
that the education of a soldier in time of peace must stop 
on the drill-ground) and taught us that most of the prob- 
lems of war can be solved in time of peace.”

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REPORT ON THE JENA EXPLOSION. 

Press advices from Toulon state that the court of in- 
quiry appointed to determine the cause of the explosion 
which wrecked the French battleship Jena at that port 
on March 12 has decided that the disaster was caused 
by a spontaneous explosion of “B” powder, dude to decom- 
position and the elevation of the temperature of the maga- 
zine. It was also said that this powder was very unstable 
and had caused previous accidents. 

M. Naudin, a French expert in wireless telegraphy, has 
advanced a theory in explanation of the frightful explo- 
sions on the battleship Jena, which will doubtless be made 
the subject of thorough scientific investigation. He states 
that for some time prior to the accident it was noted that 
powerful wireless currents were passing, and he believes 
that the vessel’s isolation in the drydock at Toulon re- 
sulted in the accumulation of secondary Hertzian waves 
in the “B” powder magazine from the ship’s wireless ap- 
paratus, and that an outside current communicated a 
high tension spark. This is a highly suggestive theory 
and deserves the most critical examination, but its sound- 
ness has yet to be demonstrated. Doctor De Forest, in- 
ventor of the wireless system which bears his name, ad- 
mits that an explosion might occur in the manner de- 
scribed by M. Naudin, but he contends that the possi- 
bility of such a thing is extremely remote. “The thinnest 
sheet of metal completely inclosing a space,” says Doctor 
De Forest, in an interview in the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, “is an absolute barrier to electrical waves, no 
matter how intense. It is absurd to suppose, then, that 
any spark could have been caused within the magazine of 
the Jena by waves sent out from some wireless transmit- 
ter outside the ship. It is, however, possible that high 
potential, high frequency currents could be induced in the 
electric light wires on board from the ‘kick-back’ of a 
powerful induction coil or transformer feeding an oscil- 
lating circuit and supplied from the same source of elec- 
tric current. It is also conceivable that from such electric 
light wires faultily insulated, from the steel walls of the 
magazine and not protected in iron conducts, sparks 
could jump.” Doctor De Forest added that it was almost 
inconceivable that such an explosion should occur unless 
the French were grossly negligent in their method of wir- 
ing the Jena. While it was possible, he said, that a de- 
fectively insulated wire was in close contact with the 
powder, it was highly improbabie. 

The theory that the explosion on the Jena was caused 
by passing wireless currents finds no credence among the 
expert electricians of the U.S. Navy. One of these, 
Comdr. Burns T. Walling, U.S.N., is quoted by the Bos- 
ton Transcript as follows: “It is not considered possible 
that an accident of this kind could occur from a high 
tension charge of electricity within an enclosure like a 
ship. It is cited as a common experience in all books on 
static electricity that the charge resides on the surface, 
and this is usually exemplified by experiment with a 
hollow sphere, which, having been charged from an ordi- 
nary glass plate statical machine, demonstrates that a 
charge can be shown by an electroscope or electrometer on 
the surface of the sphere, but no such charge exists on 
the inside. With a ship the conditions are similar, the 
hull constituting a Jarge conducting enclosure itself, and, 
were this not sufficient, the fact of the enclosure enclosing 
cellular compartments like magazines would act as an ab- 
solute shield to their contents. It would be possible for 
a person on the outside of a ship so charged and in con- 
tact with the ground to receive a severe shock, as the 
charge of electricity is found on the outside surface of 
the ship itself, but it would not be practicable for any- 
one within the ship to receive a similar shock, unless from 
a piece of rigging or the like which was insulated.” 
Commander Walling is also quoted as saying that from 
all that he can learn about the disaster on the Jena he 
believed it quite probable that the ship was blown up 
through the accidental explosion of a torpedo. ; 

Another naval expert in electricity whose name is 
withheld is credited by our Boston contemporary with the 
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folewing: “For Hertzian waves to be. received from the 
outside to ignite powder stored in tanks aboard ship is 
an impossibility, even if the ship is in drydock and is 
thus subject.to short circuit from the earth. These waves 
from. the outside are infinitesimal in power—so small they 
could not produce a short circuit and so produce a spark. 
There would seem to be a greater chance that the wireless 
apparatus on board the ship itself should cause a short 
circuit when the vessel is in stocks, but even then the 
force of the electric current produced would not be of suf- 
ficient strength to produce sparks directly affecting the 
powder tanks... The entire strength of the electric plant 
on beard ship would be necessary. Moreover, precautions 
are taken on: board.all battleships to protect the powder 
magazine from electric currents. .They are practically 
entirely protected from electric sparks and wireless cur- 
rents could not reach the magazines.” : 

Since the frightful accident on the battleship Jena at 
Toulon, March 12, in which more than one hundred 
officers and men lost their lives and many others were 
injured, the French navy has suffered three additional 
mishaps. The French torpedoboat No. 263 and the de- 
stroyer Epée, while maneuvering without lights near 
Ajaccio, Corsica, on the night of March 16, ran into each 
ether. Two men were killed and one was fatally injured. 
The torpedoboat was beached. The Epée was able to re- 
enter the harbor. The French torpedoboat destroyer Defi 
ran ashore during a thick fog near Les Sables-D’Olonne, 
March 18, and’ damaged her bows, but she succeeded in 
getting off. The French battleship Charles Martel ar- 
rived at Toulon, March 18, leaking seriously.

OUR FIFTH SECRETARY OF WAR. 


General Dearborn, of Maine, whom Mr. Jefferson ap- 
pointed Secretary of War in 1801, had been a veritable 
heroof- romance. In 1775 he was a village doctor. For 
three years the sign of Dr. Dearborn had hung in a ham- 
let. of New Hampshire, when a horseman on a panting 
steed-brought: the news of the battle of Lexington. Be- 
foré the sun had set that day the young doctor, splendid 
with the glow of perfect health, and the elastic grace of 
twenty-four, led sixty men toward Cambridge, sixty-five 
miles distant, which he reached soon after sunrise on the 
day’ foliowing. At Bunker Hill he was a captain, but as 
there was nothing to do there but load and fire, he took a 
musket and made one of his company, loading and firing 
with the rest as long as they had anything to put in their 
guns. He went with Arnold’s thousand men on that 
march through an untrodden wilderness to join Mont- 
gomery in an attack upon Quebec. The wonder was that 
a man of them escaped starvation, a 

Captain Dearborn had with him on the expedition to 
Quebec a magnificent dog—the favorite of all the com- 
pany, and to himself most dear; but he could not resist 
the entreaties of starving comrades and gave him up, at 
length, to some of the soldiers, who took the dog to their 
quarters and divided his flesh, with fine Yankee self-con- 
trol, among the men who could least help themselves and 
who. were nearest perishing. “They ate every part of 
him,” wrote his.master, “not excepting his entrails ; and, 
after finishing their meal, they collected the bones and 
carried them to: be pounded up and to make broth for an- 
other meal.” The only other dog attached to the ex- 
pedition, a small one, had been privately killed and eaten 
before. _Men sacrificed their “old breeches,” made of 
moose-hide, ‘boiled them long, and then cut. them into 
slices and broiled them on the-coals: A barber’s powder- 
bag was'made into soup, at last. It excited the wonder of 
the doctor-captain to see men keep up with their company 
until so near exhaustion that.they would breathe their last 
four:or five minutes after sitting down. Dearborn him- 
self ‘gave-out at.length, and lay in a hut fourteen days at 
the point of death, ‘but he rallied, trudged after the army, 
and went ‘to the assault at the head of his command. 

In this spirit and in this manner Henry Dearborn 
served until the surrender of Cornwallis, which he wit- 
nessed. On General Washington’s staff, as quartermaster 
general, he acguired that familiarity with military busi- 
ness which made him at home in the office in which Mr. 
Jefferson placed him, and which office he held for eight 
vears. President Washington had appointed him marshal 
of the District of Maine, and ‘the people had elected him 
twice. to the House of Representatives. He was a large 
and remarkably handsome man of erect, graceful, military 
bearing—a striking figure, in the circles. of the city that 
was rising in the primeval wilderness. He was perhaps 
the only public man in the country who united all the 
qualities’ desirable for his post, being a soldier, a re- 
publicah,’a-man of science and a man of business, a grad- 
tiate ‘of Harvard-College. General Henry Dearborn was 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army of 1812; also Minister 
to Portugal. Augusta, the capital of Maine, was named 
(by Judge Coney, the grandfather of Chief Justice Fuller) 
after the beautiful daughter of General Dearborn. Gen- 
eral Dearborn was the great-great-grandfather of Major 
Charles G. Ayres, U.S. Army, who has a son, Cadet Fair- 
fax.Ayres, now at West Point Military Academy.

“We are assembled here to-day not to chant the 
miserere, or a dirge for the dead, but in joyful numbers 
to sing the praises of one of the most heroic characters 
of the time of the Revolution—of one who did as much 
as, if not more than, any other man to secure for you 
and for me—and, let us hope, for our remotest posterity 
—the liberty of this great Republic! 

“The subject of our paeans to-day was a ‘seaman’ in 
all that it means. An officer of the Navy before we had 
a Navy. A man in the acceptation of the ancient and 
honorable meaning of the word. He was no ‘kid-gloved’ 
mariner. The man to whom I refer is Commodore John 
Barry—‘Old Jack Barry,’ as he was lovingly called by 
those who knew him. But to us of a later generation 
his name and the record of his deeds make him ‘Fighting 
Jack Barry,’ the ‘Father of the American Navy.’ 

“From the time of the fitting out of the Lexington, 
in 1775, down to the time of the declaration of peace, 
which assured the liberation of the American colonies 
from the thraldom of Great Britain, Captain Barry was 
constantly engaged on shore and afloat. He never struck 
his flag to the enemy, though he was actually engaged 
in twenty sea fights against superior force—the field of 
his operations ranging all the way from the capes of the 
Delaware into the West Indies, and as far east as the 
coast of Maine and Newfoundland. 

“At the time of the British occupation of Philadelphia 
our fleet was obliged to retreat up the river above 
Burlington, where, against the protest of Captain Barry, 
but by order of the Naval Commissioners, the few ves- 
sels composing it were scuttled and sunk. 

“Then, in command of the Alliance, Barry was as- 
signed to the signal duty of carrying abroad Colonel 
Laurens, special commissioner to France, on that all-im- 
portant mission of securing for the United States an al- 
liance with France, and obtaining the greatly needed 
supplies of money, ammunition, arms and clothing for 
our suffering Army. He had the honor of carrying with 
him as passengers the Marquis de Lafayette, Count de 
Noailles, Thomas Paine, Major Jackson—all making up 
the bright galaxy of talent that was to assist our Am- 
bassador, Benjamin Franklin, to accomplish the delicate 
mission of securing that alliance and assistance which 
we as colonists in rebellion so sorely needed, and which 
made our rebellion a successful revolution. 

“Thus we see what confidence General Washington 
had in our grand old sea fighter. He was selected as the 
best and safest man to be trusted with so great a mis- 
sion, At that very time we had Benedict Arnold and 
others of his ilk in our midst, and Washington might 
well have said, “My Lord, whom can we trust? Hap- 
pily for us there was one whom all could trust. The 
laurel on his head and the gold on his shoulders grew 
there; and neither the money of the enemy nor the 
blandishments and offers of high command in the British 
navy could pluck these laurels from his head or the gold 
from his shoulder-knots. He was more than loyal—he 
was God-given to us! 

“I might go on for an hour and yet not tell half of the 
story of the many other services rendered to the strug- 
gling colonies by the man we are here to honor to-day. 
Suffice it to say that he was one of the brightest and 
noblest of those who came to us from the Emerald Isle, 
an Irish fisher-lad whose name and fame will live as long 
as the history of America lasts. What you are doing to- 
day in honoring his memory is but an earnest of that bet- 
ter knowledge of our hero, which will grow with the his- 
tory of our beloved country which he did so much to make 
a land of freedom. . We have been so young as a nation 
that we have not had time to sit down calmly and think 
over the merits of all the men who fought that we might 
have the greatest country and the noblest government the 
world has ever known. We are thinking more about the 
past than we did; and, as we look back, we see the grand, 
heroic figure of John Barry taking its rightful place 
among the defenders and saviours of the Republic.” 
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A HEALTHY GROWL ABOUT WEST POINT. 
To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have read your recent articles on Morris Schaff’s 
recollections of West Point. I am glad tg hear a voice 
raised at last against the many changes at the Military 
Academy. I have kept in close touch with affairs there, 
and I think I am right when I say there is a spirit of 
change, change, change, at any price, running riot. there, 
combined with a lowering of many of the most important 
standards set for the cadets. ; 

The difference between change and improvement is 
lost sight of, and age is now iscredit to anything in- 
stead of a credit. Nothing is reverenced. At every turn 
one hears, “It used to be that way, but now we do it this 
way,” and it is true of everything, from changes in the 
old cadet uniform to academic examinations and date of 
graduations, as well as more important things. 

The hotel Mr. Schaff speaks of has been in its present 
location for a long time, and the Superintendent has been 
satisfied with the best location on Professors’ Row. Now 
he and his retinue of staff officers must take possession of 
the bluff at hotel site, and the hotel is to be shoved off, 
where it will be a pleasant summer resort for rich New 
Yorkers who have no interest in the Academy, but the 
Board of Visitors and the people who come to visit 
friends, sons and brothers in the cadet corps will find it 
far from the parade and drill ground and a hot, dusty 
walk from camp. The new headquarters building is cost- 
ing over $400,000, while two hundred and some odd thou- 
sand suffices for barracks for half the corps, and I don’t 
mean barracks are not being built costly enough. 

The chapel is to be a monument on a rocky hill. If 
any cadet has the spirit to climb there when not driven 
he already has so much religion in his soul he needn’t go 
there for help and comfort. And the post people have 
souls, too, and some, at least, are of such an age that a 
slippery, icy hill is a difficult undertaking. 

Surely Mr. Schaff is right when he fears for the “de- 
lightful simplicity” of West Point. That is already gone, 
except iu spots. What a pleasure it is to find a first class 
man who thinks he isn’t “just as good’’ as any officer! 
But who can expect simplicity when first class men are 
marched to a Iecture and then advised to live up to their 
pay after graduation, and to dine on a “hot bird and a 
cold bottle,’ which they might as’ well have as homely 
fare? Football men are hauled around in private trains, 
given a day or two extra in Philadelphia with a theater, 
and, it is reported on one occasion, furnished with cham- 
pagne, while the ordinary herd, including those who are 
only cadet officers, or who only excel in academic work, 









must go home at once. Is that simplicity, especially the 
kind West Point is used to, where all are treated alike? 

A year or two ago one of the professors was “calle 
down” because so many were deficient in his course. The 
old method of dismissing the cadets is out of date. “Ww. 
do it differently now.” An officer is turned out to coach 
them while the professor writes an easier book, or somo. 
thing of that kind happens. Ask any instructor at West 
Point in the academic departments if each class does not 
carry, through his department, a goodly number who ought 
to be found deficient, and three out of four instructoy: 
will answer “Yes.” I have been asked on several 
casions what was the matter with the recent graduatis 
for so many seemed “different.” “They simply haven't 
been weeded out. 

The academic building is badly cramped, I know. Xo 
much so, in fact, that the historic old chapel must go ‘y 
make room for about doubling the capacity of the acade:.. 
ic building. In the meantime one of the departments js 
chased out of its model room to make room for a ¢)i}) 
room for first class men.- From the money spent on it it 
must be a better furnished club room than these cadets 
will ever have in the Service away from West Point. [f 
they had to study their lessons more they would spend 
less time reading novels in the library during call jo 
guarters or loafing in the club room. No wonder one of 
the post girls, referring to some first class men, remark. 1, 
“Just think, in a few months they’ll be only second licev:. 
tenants,” and that before the club room came. Will th 
club room make any one of them better able to give wha 
his country demands in war time? They also seem to he 
making the graduate a man with a second lieutenani’s 
education, instead of a man with a fundamental education 
that he will use in all grades; a man with a healthy view 
of his duties and position as a servant of Uncle Sam, a 
strong sense of honor, and a constitution that will make 
him stand some hardships. It is all right for a eadet jo 
know how to make out company papers, to pitch a tent. 
ete., but if he can’t pick up such things in the ‘Service he 
ought to be dismissed forthwith. West Point is not the 
place to teach little details of Army life useful to a svc- 
ond lieutenant; but there. he ought to get things he’l] 
never get afterward, and he ought to be taught things that 
make for the man specified above and not a completeiy 
educated second lieutenant. The worst of it all is that 
this change of spirit is to be noticed in the ideas of «je 
best of the younger officers when they speak of what a 
cadet should be taught and how treated. It will soon 
be firmly established, if not already so. 

It is odd that West Point is going down hill just at the 
time the rest of the Army is improving so much. In 
my remarks above I refer to the controlling factors at the

Academy, whomever that hits; and I feel sure this inclides 
some in Washington. But I say nothing in a spirit of 
enmity to anyone. I object to what is being done. and 
not to those who are doing or have done it. Some ex- 


. cellent officers have helped do it. There are many excel- 


lent officers on duty at West Point, especially on the \ca- 
demic Board, who have the interests of the Academy very 
much at heart, and whose ideas on these matters are 
sound; but what is the Academic Board now? I never 
could understand why the Superintendent didn’t have 
enough votes to give him a majority of the votes of the 
board instead of only three. It would be no greater vivla- 
tion of the law. 

This has been a sort of an explosion, but I have held 
in for a long time, and my feelings are very strong when 
I see my alma mater being so damaged by her. own sons; 
the place that turned out Lee, Grant, Sherman, Jackson, 


and. hundreds we love and honor, -being “iniproved” by 
people working for their stars. But what I said is all 
true. Incidentally I am not a graduate grown so old I 
don’t want improvement, for I cannot for many years to 
come be classed among the “older officers.” This |etter 
was hurriedly written, and I must beg to be excuse for

HEARING IN THE GRAFTON CASE. 

The hearing of the Grafton case was begun in the U.S. 
Supreme Court on Monday, March 18, and continued 
and concluded the next day. The opening argument 
was made by Capt. Clarence S. Nettles, Act. J.A., 
US.A., on behalf of the plaintiff in error, Grafton. He 


made a succinet, clear and forcible presentation of the 
facts underlying the case and outlined in a pleasing and 
effective manner the general points upon which the coun- 
sel for plaintiff in error rely to secure a reversal of the 
judgment of the Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands 
which is complained of. It was evident from the action of 
the justices that they were extremely interested in the 
problems which the case presented, and before the con- 
clusion of Captain Nettles’ opening it appeared that their 
sympathies had been strongly aroused in favor of the sol- 
dier, At the conclusion of Captain Nettles’ argument Mr, 
Solicitor General Hoyt arose to reply for the Government. 
Krom the moment of taking the floor until the time of the 
adjournment of the court he was subjected to a running 
fire oi interrogatories and comments from the justices, the 
genera! trend of which indicated a disinclination to adopt 
the views and arguments which he was putting forth. 
Upon the reconvening of the court on Tuesday the Solici- 
tor General resumed his argument. He seemed over night 
to have revamped and somewhat strengthened certain of 
his positions and he was permitted to conclude his argu- 
ment with fewer interruptions and less show of opposi- 
tion ov the part of the court than he suffered the previous 
afterncon. Upon the conclusion of the Solicitor General’s 
argunent Mr, Atwood replied on behalf of Grafton and 
for an hour was accorded the strictest attention by all 
the members of the court. Mr. Atwood’s summation of 
the case was masterful and made a distinct and deep im- 
pression upon the court. At the conclusion of his argu- 
ment Mr. Atwood was enthusiastically complimented by a 
number of gentlemen of the bar who had been in attend- 
ance upon the court and also by the officers of the court, 
who, contrary to their usual custom, had listened to his 
argument with close attention and interest. 

We feel reasonably satisfied that the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of the Philippines will be reversed 
and we hope to be able to get from our Supreme Court a 
decision to the effect that with respect to offenses com- 
mitted by a soldier in the Philippines, when in the line of 
his duty, the deliberate judgment of a court-martial is 
final and conclusive as to the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused and that notwithstanding the presence of peace and 
the existence of civil courts, and notwithstanding the fact 
that the offense with which the soldier was charged may 
constitute a civil as well as a military offense, neverthe- 
less he is to be compelled to stand but a single trial before 
a single competent tribunal with respect thereto. The 
proportions which the Grafton fund assumed are a plain 
indication of the intense interest and perhaps anxiety ex- 
perienced by the Army regarding the final disposition of 
this cause. The amount received thus far represents the 
individual subscriptions of over 5,000 different persons. 
The average of subscriptions where names are given is 
something less than one dolar, and the amount received is 
how in excess of $5,000. It is expected that the court 
will hand down a decision in the Grafton case shortly 
after the Easter vacation. 
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Press reports indicate that the war between Nicaragua 
and Honduras has entered upon a stage of increasing ac- 
tivity. According to these advices the naval forces of 
Nicaragiia have captured Trujillo, a fortified port of 
Honduras, and are now threatening the entire northeast 
coast of that country. Salvador has allied herself with 
Honduras and placed upwards of 3,000 troops in the field 
against Nicaragua, It was reported on March 20 that 
the allied armies of Salvador and Honduras, numbering 
5.000 men, had been defeated by the Nicaraguans after 
three days’ fighting at Namasque. Advices from Mana- 
gua state that Nicaragua is resolved to punish Salvador 
and Honduras and reunite the Central American states. 
lhe Navy Department received word March 20 that the 
USS. Marietta, Comdr, William F. Fullam, U.S.N., 
commanding, arrived March 19 at Puerto Cortez, Hon- 
(luras, ove of the points on the north coast of Honduras 
Which it was said was threatened by the Nicaraguan and 
Honduran revolutionists. Commander Fullam’s dispatch 
indicates that he does not fear that American property 
rd in danger, and that there is no need at present at least 
- more of a naval demonstration than can be made by 
the Marietta and the Paducah, which is in Caribbean wa- 
ters farther south. The U.S.S. Chicago is on the west

Lawrason, who commanded Co. B at the time of the af- 
fray. Secretary Taft, in a letter to the committee, 
pointed out that the men who did the shooting may have 
used any guns they could obtain, and that Taylor and 
Wilson cannot be held guilty because of the showing 
made by the tests at the arsenal. 
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In reply to an inquiry by the Quartermaster General 
of the Army, the Chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in a letter dated March 5, 1907, says: “An- 
swering inquiry contained in yours of the 28th, I have to 
say that the Commission has given exhaustive and care- 
ful consideration to the provision of the act with rela- 
tion to issuance of free or reduced-rate transportation, 
and we are forced to the conclusion that carriers cannot 
lawfully grant free or reduced-rate transportation, either 
of persons or property, excepting to the class or classes of 
persons as to which specific authority is given in the act. 
We are not able to find in the act any provision which 
either in terms or in reasonable interpretation would 
warrant the issuance of free or reduced-rate transporta- 
tion to Army oificers or men or to members of their fami- 
lies or their personal effects. The Commission has in- 
clined to the view that the Government in the movement 
of its troops stood in an entirely different light from other 
patrons of the railroads and in view of certain provisions 
of the act have thought it not inconsistent to hold that 
the Government and carriers were not bound by tariff 
rates in the movement of Government troops when moved 
by direction of and at the expense of the Government. It 
would be pleasant to us if we could return a more favor- 
able answer to your inquiry, but it does not seem possible 
so to do.” 
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Major Gen. A. W. Greely, U.S.A., in reviewing the 
proceedings in the case of Capt. Ralph R. Stogsdall, 30th 
U.S. Inf., found guilty of drunkenness by a G.C.M., and 
sentenced to be reprimanded by the reviewing authority, 
says: “In its findings in the case of Captain Stogsdall, 
quartermaster of the 30th Infantry, the court is believed 
to have been unduly lenient in the award of punishment 
for the offense of drunkenness, so harmful to the Service 
in general as well as to the officer in particular. Per- 
sistent attempts are being made to conserve among men 
of the Army high standards of efficiency and character, 
which cannot exist without corresponding high standards 
of habits and conduct on the part of officers. Sentences 
ef such leniency must invariably tend to impair the pres- 
ent high reputation of officers of the Army as to temper- 
ance and good conduct. Subject to these remarks the 
sentence is approved. The reviewing authority need not 
emphasize his disapproval of Captain Stogsdall’s con- 
duct further than to say that while unworthy of any 
officer, it is especially so of one selected as a representa- 
tive staff officer of his regiment.” 
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The War Department placed the Army transport 
Buford, now at San Francisco, at the disposal of the 
Red Cross Society for the transportation of food supplies 
to China for the relief of the famine sufferers. The 
assignment of the Buford for this purpose was made 
at the request of Louis Klopsch, editor of the Christian 
Herald, who has notified the State Department that he 
will load the ship with provisions. Her capacity is 5,000 
tons and Mr. Klopsch intends to supply the entire cargo, 
which will be in addition to the contributions which he 
has heretofore made. It is estimated that no less than 
$100,000 will be required to supply a cargo of 5,000 
tons of provisions, but this Mr. Klopsch advises the De- 
partment he is in a position to furnish. After arriving 
at Shanghai the Buford will coal and then proceed to 
Manila, returning to San Francisco with troops due to re- 
turn to the United States. 
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The 14-inch gun which has been perfected by the Ord- 
nance Department for the armament of our coast defenses 
when additional guns are needed, will cost. less originally 
than the present 12-inch gun, and the fact that it has a 
longer life still further increases its economy. Work upon 
the new gun will soon be begun at the Watervliet Ar- 
senal. Although fully two inches larger in caliber than 
the standard coast defense gun of the first grade, it will 
be smaller in every cther measurement and even lighter. 
The purpose is to make a weapon that will have a range 
and striking force at least equal to the present standard 
12-inch gun, but that shall exceed the very limited life of 
that gun. 
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Major Erasmus M. Weaver, Art. Corps, U.S.A., made 
an address before the Field Officers’ Institute of the Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteer Militia in Boston on the evening of 
March 19, in which he described a plan whereby the 
Coast Artillery and the Massachusetts Militia may com- 
bine to work out a series of theoretical attacks on the 
harbor defenses under the guise of landing parties. Ma- 
jor Weaver said that he hoped the maneuvers would em- 
brace the combined militia of the State. He was confi- 
dent that if they should form the attacking party it would 
be a material benefit to both state troops and Regulars. 
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General Oliver, Assistant Secretary of War, who has 
in charge the arrangement for the maneuvers this sum- 
mer in which the militia and the Coast Artillery combine, 
has received answers to his circular letter sent out last 
week from the Governors of Massachusetts, Delaware, 
North Carolina, Georgia, California and Virginia. Some 
of the answers are somewhat indefinite, but all of them 
express great interest in the project and a desire on the 
part of the respective states to co-operate. Curtis Guild, 
Governor of Massachusetts, stands alone in suggesting a 
change of date and advises the week at the end of July 
and the begianing of August as the most fitting time. It 
is probable that this change will be made. 
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Minister Rockhill having reluctantly consented to ap- 
prove the application of Capt. Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C., 
for permission to relinquish command of the marine guard 
at the American Legation in Peking, the question has 
arisen as to whether the guard to be maintained there 
shall continue to be composed of marines or shall, as in 











the first instance, be made up of soldiers of the Regular 
Army, An officer of the Army is already under instruc- 
tions to succeed Captain Leonard in command of the 
guard. The marine officers are averse to having their own 
men commanded by an officer not of their own corps, 
and the probable solution is the substitution of  sol- 
diers for the present marine guard. For a time there 
was some discussion of the feasibility of withdrawing the 
guard, but it was pointed out that the United States hav- 
ing entered into a formal undertaking by treaty to main- 
tain this force in conjunction with those of the nations 
that participated in the Peking expedition, and the Amer- 
ican guard being necessary to police its section of wall 
around the legation compound, it should either be kept to 
its word or the American Legation should not claim pro- 
tection of the compound.

In response to a request from the Mayor and Post- 
master of Wellsburg, W.V., that $4,000 be immediately 
forwarded to the relief of those whose homes were swept 
away by the flood in the Ohio River, Acting Secretary 
Oliver, of the War Department, this week sent the fol- 
lowing reply: “Replying to your telegram of March 17, 
the Department has no funds available for relief pur- 
poses. Please report the full extent of the shelter and 
food required. The Secretary of War can issue a limited 
number of tents and rations if the necessities of the in- 
habitants absolutely demand immediate aid and such re- 
lief cannot be secured from other sources.” 
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Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., commanding the 
Army of Cuban Pacification, has issued an important 
General Order to his command dealing with complaints 
from those participating in practice marches. Complaint 
has been made that men coming off guard have been 
forced to go on practice marches without the rest they 
are entitled to, and that marches have been conducted 
with such hardships as to cause much dissatisfaction. 
General Barry takes up the various complaints and issues . 
some good advice concerning them. The order appears 
under our Army head.

Lahm, 6th Cav., who won the Bennett cup in the recent 
competitive flight across. the English Channel. He is 
now attending a French cavalry school. 
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It is officially announced from the office of the Quarter- 
master General that the regular sailings of the transport 
service from Newport News to Havana on the Ist and 15th 
days of each month will not be resumed until May 1, 
1907. The trip of April 24 will be omitted instead of 
March 25. The following will be the schedule during 
the remainder of the fiscal year unless unforeseen con- 
ditions arise: Leave Newport News—March 9, 25; April 
9, May 1, 15; June 1, 15. Leave Havana—March 15, 
April 1, 15; May 7, 22; June 7, 22. 


The orders of the War Department directing the 25th 
Infantry to proceed to the Philippines have been held up 
at the request of the Senate Committee, which is investi- 
gating the matter of the Brownsville, Texas, riot. The 
regiment will remain in this country until after the com- 
mittee is satisfied it has obtained all the evidence pos- 
sible from its officers and men. For the same reason the 
26th Infantry will be held, if considered necessary by 
the committee. 
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Capt. James H. Hooker, who served as a volunteer 
during the Civil War, and djed Feb. 28 at Irondequoit, 
near Rochester, N.Y., has left, his entire estate, valued 
at $200,000, to found a military academy. President 
Roosevelt is named in the document as executor, and the 
Cabinet members trustees of funds for the benefit of 
various branches of the Army and Navy. The will is 
dated 1902. 
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Echo de Paris, March 15, publishes a dispatch from 
Konakry, capital of French Guinea, West Africa, saying 
that a French column suffered a serious reverse in Upper 
Guinea while attacking the Thomans tribesmen, who were 
strongly fortified in a village. Seven French officers were 
badly wounded, eight sharpshooters were killed and twen- 
ty-five were wounded. 
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General Story, as the result of his observations abroad, 
recommends that an artificial island in Chesapeake Bay be 
made sufficiently large to contain quarters for men and 
a parade ground for drill, together with suitable store- 
houses. It is also recommended that there be constructed 
an artificial harbor to accommodate the supply boats end 
submarines. 
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According to advices received from Cuba at Washing- 
ton, the U.S. Marines have carried off the baseball honors 
in Cuba in contests with the Cavalry, Artillery and Engi- 
neer Corps at Havana. In a series of twenty-four games 
played by each team the Marines of Camp Columbia, it is 
said, had vanquished all competitors and won the pennant.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral Benjamin F. Tilley, U.S.N., command- 
ant at the League Island Navy Yard, died suddenly of 
pneumonia on March 18, 1907. He was sick less than ten 
days, and had been on duty only three days at the yard 
when he was seized with double pneumonia. His wife 
and daughter were at the death bed. His condition early 
in his illness showed no serious symptoms. But his weak- 
ened condition could not withstand the grasp of the dis- 
ease, and he expired just when the doctor had hoped for 
a turn for the better. Rear Admiral Tilley was a native 
of Rhode Island, and a graduate of the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy of the class of 1867. Among other duties he had 
served on the Franklin, Frolic. Lancaster, Pensacola, 
New Hampshire, Hartford, Powhatan, Standish, Tennes- 
see, San Francisco, Newport, Abarenda, Mohican and 
Iowa. He had also performed duty at the Naval Acade- 
my, Norfolk, Va., and was commandant of the naval sta- 
tion at Tutuila, Samoa and its first Governor, from 1899 
to 1901. During the Spanish War he was in command of 
the Newport, capturing a number of prizes and doing 
blockade duty off Havana. Later in 1898 he acted as 
commandant of the navy yard at Norfolk. He is survived 
by a wife, a daughter and two sons, one of whom is a 
student at Annapolis Naval Academy. He reached the 
grade of rear admiral Feb. 24, 1907. The remains of Ad- 
miral Tilley were taken to Annapolis for burial on March 
2. The body, carried on the shoulders of eight sailors, 
was escorted to the funeral car at the entrance to the 
navy yard by three battalions of marines and sailors. As 
the body left the yard an admiral’s salute was fired by the 
warships stationed at the yard. At Annapolis burial took 
place in the Naval Cemetery at the Academy with full 
inilitary honors. The bearers were eight seamen from 
the U.S.S. Hartford. The honorary pallbearers were 
Capts. E. D. Taussig. J. M. Miller, A. P. Nazro ‘and G. 
P. Colvocoresses and Commanders Hamilton, Hutchins, 
and Albert Grant, all of the Navy. 

Mr. G. F. Wittick, who died on March 3 at Circleville, 
O., in his eighty-eighth year, was the father of Lieut. Col. 
Willis Wittick, U.S.A., retired, and of the wife of Major 
Edgar A. Mearns, Med. Dept., U.S.A. 

Mrs. Mary Hewitt Doubleday, widow of Brevet Major 
Gen. Abner Doubleday, U.S.A., died in Washington, D. 
C., March 12. 

Mrs. Anna Kneeland Shaw died suddenly at her home 
on Commonwealth avenue, Boston, Mass., March 18, aged 
seventy. She was the widow of Col. Robert Gould Shaw, 
who, at the age of twenty-six, commanded the 54th Regi- 
ment of Massachusetts Colored Volunteers and was buried 
with his negro soldiers at Fort Wagner six weeks after 
his marriage. Mrs. Shaw was a daughter of Ogden Hag- 
gerty, of New York and Lenox. She had been an invalid 
many years, although she was able to travel abroad and 
had a home in Paris for a long time. , 

Funeral services over the remains of the late Prof. 
Henry Davis Todd, U.S.N., who died at his residence on 
Prince George street, Annapolis, on March 8, were held 
from St. Aune’s Protestant Episcopal Church Monday af- 
ternoon, March 11. ‘The funeral cortége, which was com- 
manded by Capt. T. B. Howard, U.S.N., consisted of a 
battalion of marines from the Academy, headed by the 
Academy band.

President Roosevelt has approved the sentence of dis- 
missal in the case of Ist Lieut. Noah Overly, Philippine 
Scouts, who was found guilty by a G.C.M. of charges of 
reprehensible conduct. Lieutenant Overly formerly served 
as an enlisted man in the 7th Ohio Volunteers and later in 
the 43d U.S. Volunteer Infantry. He was cor-nissioned 
in the Philippine Scouts in 1901. 

Rear Admiral Winfield S. Schley, U.S.N., attended a 
banquet at Wilkesbarre, Pa., on the evening of March 
20, and when his attention was called to a report that 
he was a candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Vice-President, he replied: ‘I am not in politics. I would 
not accept the nomination if it was offered to me, and I 
would not serve if elected.” 

Andrew Carnegie will he one of the guests at the re- 
union and dinner to be given by the United States Mili- 
tary Tclegraph Corps at the Hotel Manhattan on Tues- 
day evening, March 28. It was at Mr. Carnegie’s sug- 
gestion at the outbreak of the Civil War that four oper- 
ators were sent from the Pennsylvania lines to Washing- 
ton, and the corps, from this small beginning, was en- 
larged to about twelve hundred men. 

An exceedingly handsome menu card was issued in honor 
of St. Patrick’s day, 1907, by the New St. Charles Hotel, 
New Orleans, La. On the front in colors were two 
Arerican flags, in the center of which was a green shield 
on which was the harp of Erin. On the top of this was a 
bunch of Shamrocks. On the left of the card, near its 
edge, was a green, silk ribbon. In addition to an extra 
menu there were a number of toasts at the special dinner 
at the hotel, attended by distinguished citizens of New 
Orleans, in honor of the day. 

Manila papers report that 2d Lieut. William J. Davis, 
Sth Inf., has been found incapacitated for active service, 
on account of disability incident thereto, and that he 
will he retired with the rank of first lieutenant. He 
has beea suffering from intestinal trouble brought on 
by field service in Leyte. Lieutenant Davis is a graduate 
of Girard College, and enlisted as a private in the 6th 
US. Cavalry in May, 1898. From September, 1899, until 
July, 101, he was a private in the 47th U.S. Volunteer 
Infantry, and was appointed a second lieutenant in the 
8th Infantry, Feb. 2, 1901. 

Gen. William A, Jones, U.S.A., retired, is the happy 
possessor of one of the biggest oyster farms on the coast 
of Virginia at Fowling Point Island, which is three and a 
half miles long, and which is in Broadwater sound, about 
twenty miles north of Cape Charles, on the ocean side of 
the eastern shore of Virginia. The farm has a capacity of 
100,000 bushels of oysters a year, and the General expects 
that size crop next year. This year he harvested 16,000 
bushels, and expects that many more in the next two 
months. Last year, which was his first crop. he got 
12,000, He has more than 100 acres of natural bed, or 
rock, and is continually making artificial rock with shells. 
A citizen of Baltimore and a friend of the General’s, in 
Speaking of his suecess, said: ‘General Jones is the first 
man to solve the oyster problem. I have known men who 
laid out farms and had every inch of their territory 
tobbed by oystermen because they had incurred the hos- 
tility of the oystermen by having some of their number 
‘rrested for stealing. General Tats never had one ar- 
rested. His lawyers wanted to put some of them in jail, 
a the General forbade it. He said he had bought his 
_ to live there among the people and he didn’t want 
them to be his enemies, He couldn’t get his oysters back 
ae it wouldn’t do the oystermen any good to go to jail, 
3 contended. The result is that they are his friends. He 
ends them money, goes to see them if they are sick and 
need his help and is their adviser in many things. Other 
—s planters have had oystermen arrested for trespass- 
hey and I have known their friends to go miles out of 

cir way to destroy the property of these planters. Gen- 
eral Jones has discovered the secret of success.”

This recalls the story 
told by Aldrich to the writer concerning his first poem ac- 
cepted by the Atlantic. He had sent it to the magazine, and 
being in Boston one day he visited the office of the Atlan- 
tic to see what he could learn as to the fate of his ven- 
ture. The editor was absent, but the young poet was 
invited to sit in his sanctum until he returned. While 
waiting his eye happened to fall on the open pages of a 
memorandum book in which were such entries as. these: 
“Send check to O. W. H.” “Ask H. W. L. to give us a 
poem for the next Atlantic.” “Send proofs to J. R. L. 
Aldrich could not resist the temptation to add to these 
entries one to this effect: “Don’t forget to accept Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich’s poem.” The editor showed his appre- 
ciation of the joke by sending a check for the poem. 
“He did me this favor,” said Aldrich, and, with a twinkle 
in his eye, he added, “He did me the further favor not to 
publish my poem. When, many years after, I found my- 
self in possession of the editorial office of the Atlantic, 
I hunted for my first accepted poem, but could neyer find 
it.”

G.O. 17, MARCH 5, 1907, ARMY OF CUBAN PACN. 

With regard to the execution of Par. 4, G.O. No. 44, W.D., 
series of 1906, there are certain features which, it is believed, 
have led to some dissatisfaction on the part of. those who 
make the marches. Among other complaints have been found 
the following: 

First.—Being relieved from guard and being ordered im- 
mediately on a practice march, which deprives them of the 
four hours of rest authorized by the Guard Manual for all 
men coming off guard. 

Second.—Post and organization commanders seem to feel 
that the provisions of the order requiring practice marches 
to be made with full strength, commissioned and enlisted, 
with only such exceptions as the department commander shall 
have approved, has been too rigidly enforced by department 
commanders, enforced to such an extent as to be at times in- 
jurious to the Service and the source of much dissatisfaction. 

Third.—That, notwithstanding the order fixes a minimum 
distance to be marched by troops, certain post commanders 
have required organizations to return by a stated time in order 
that other duties, such as garrison school, ete., might be at- 
tended; thus practically establishing both time and distance 
limits at one and the same time. 

Fourth.—That, though the order indicates that marches are 
not to be made in inclement weather, troops are frequently re- 
quired to march in weather which is so inclement as to cause 
much dissatisfaction. 

In respect of the first mentioned complaint, 
Manual should govern. 

In respect of the second, the strength of the organizations 
participating in such marches will be left to the discretion of 
local commanders, with the understanding that they will ex- 
ercise such liberality as may be consistent with the best in- 
terests of the Service. 

In respect of the third complaint, it was contemplated when 
the order was issued that organization commanders should 
have the full day for the purpose of completing the weekly 
marches orders, arid it is not considered that the provisions 
prohibiting officers from being excused from garrison schools 
should be carried to the extent of curtailing the time allowed 
for these weekly marches so as to make both a time and a 
distance limit. ‘ 

In. respect of the fourth complaint, it should be borne in 
mind ‘that neither cold nor hot weather, nor rain, nor sun- 
shine, stops active operations. However, the conditions of 
weather should not be disregarded to the extent of requiring 
marches to be made under such circumstances as to inflict 
very great hardship or exceptionally disagreeable duty on the 
troops, because of the possible harmful psychological results. 

Should the practice march in any week not be made for any 
cause, it will be left to the discretion of the local commander 
whether or not it will be had as an additional march. 

The attention of officers is invited to the absolute necessity 
for developing by degrees an efficient system of conducting 
practice marches which will be, generally speaking, as satis- 
factory to the Army as the present system of target practice, 
which latter, when first introduced, met with considerable op- 
position, but which has now become a part of well settled 
routine to which no one objects. J 

It is enjoined upon all officers that they take personal inter- 
est in making the marches as attractive as possible to the en- 
listed men, in order that they may be brought by degrees to 
consider them a relief from the monotony of garrison life, 
instead of a cause for general discontent and dissatisfaction. 
Tf deemed advisable, men might be sent ahead to prepare 
lunches, hot coffee, or a meal if necessary; at other times men 
should be required, however, to take uncooked food and while 
resting at noon to receive practice and experience in preparing 
and cooking it. ft 

The practice marches in this army under the requirements 
of G.O. No. 44, W.D., series of 1906, will be conducted as 
above indicated. A report will be made by each station com- 
mander which will embody the reports of organization command- 
ers, ta reach these headquarters not later than April 20 next; 
the reports to contain the views of the officers concerned, with 
such recommendations as may lead to the adoption of a sys- 
tematic course.of practice marches.

An interesting and valuable exhibit at the Jamestown 
Exposition will be that sent by the Bureau of Equipment 
of the Navy of the apparatus and articles which this bu- 
reau furnishes to the Service. This exhibit will represent 
first the Naval Observatory, including publications and 
maps compiled at the observatory, navigation and survey- 
ing instruments and photographs, etc. From the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard will be sent an exhibit of signal appa- 
ratus, including flag signals and day and night signals. 
The Boston Navy Yard will be represented by manufac- 
turers of anchors, chains and ropes. From the New York 
Navy Yard there will be a full exhibit of cooking and 
messing apparatus used on board large ships. Wireless 
connection between Jamestown and Washington is to be 
established by the Navy Department in preparation for 
the assembling #f ships in Hampton Roads, and this piece 
of eaterigil not only be for business, but will serve 
as an exhibit as well.. The towers of two tall buildings 
facing the water have been selected as the points from 
which to stretch the aerials. Operators will be detailed 
for regular service at the wireless station and the effort 
will be made to establish a satisfactory service so that 
messages from and to the ships may be-promptly de- 
livered.

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THE GRAFTON CASE. 

With the submission of the Grafton case to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, the last step but one 
has been taken in that momentous controversy. The 
briefs have been presented, the principles at issue have 
been argued by counsel and it only remains for the august 
tribunal to pass judgment. That judgment, whateye, it 
may be, will establish an epochal precedent in American 
policy and American jurisprudence. ~ 

The appeal of Grafton, a poor private soldier of the 
Army, from the courts of the Philippines to the Supreme 
Court of the United States embodies a question which has 
aroused graver apprehension in the Army than any other 
that ever confronted it in. time of peace. It is not neces- 
sary to restate the history of the case; our readers re 
all familiar with it and each of them is deeply concerned 
in its determination. ‘The question at issue is simjly 
whether a soldier who, in obedience to the orders of ‘he 
American Government, engages in military service in an 
American territory thereby forfeits the fundamental riviit 
of an American citizen to a trial by iury on charges in- 
volving his life or liberty. A decree answering: that quvs- 
tion in the affirmative would dismay the whole Army. It 
would add a new and alarming peril to military se:vice in 
the Philippines, where it is already harsh and thankless, 
Moreover, such a decision would, we profoundly belivve, 
enormously increase the difficulty of maintaining an cili- 
cient Army based on the principle of voluntary service. 
We can conceive of nothing better calculated to dissuade 
desirable young men from entering the Army than an 
affirmation of the doctrine that, at the moment of sailing 
from the United States for the Philippines, they divested 
themselves of their most precious right as American citi- 


vens and made themselves amenable to. courts and juris- 
dictions which are utterly unknown to our institutions. 
In the case now before the Supreme Court a private sol- 
dier is the plaintiff against the United States, contending 


for a right guaranteed to him by the Constitution, and 
thus is presented the strange and sinister spectacle of the 
Federal Government approving the destruction of that 
right by the courts of a territory which is American both 
by conquest and by purchase. It is a spectacle certainly 
not likely to encourage intelligent young Americans to 
enter the military service of their country. 

The Grafton case marks an important point in the evo- 
lution of our colonial policy. Whether we are capable 
of successful colonia] administration is-as yet an unde- 
termined question. We have acquired territory and pop- 


ulation sufficient for a great colonial system, but it is yet 
to Le proved that we are qualified to govern them citler 
for their good or our own. We think we already know 
all about such things, whereas we really know little or 
nothing, and meanwhile we complacently refuse to apply 
the lessons taught by the experience of England, the 
greatest of colonizing nations, It is morally certain that 


if we hold on to the Philippines -we shall have to main- 
tain a large force of American troops in the islands for 
many years, if not permanently. If American troops are 
kept there they will properly insist upon being treaic| as 
American citizens, with their rights inviolate, their lives 
and property secure against the decrees of un-American 
courts and their acts subject only to jurisdictions in har- 
mony with the Constitution. If we cannot do this—if we 
cannot guarantee that the American Army, wherever if 
may be, shall be subject only to American authority and 
protected- against oppression like that to which Private 
Grafton was subjected, we might as well recall the troops 
from the Philippines and abandon our whole vexatious ex- 
periment at colonizing in those islands. If the United 
States cannot protect its soldiers in every American terri- 
tory to which they may be sent for duty, the world will 
be reluctant to: believe it capable of protecting its colo- 


nies. And if our colonizing enterprises mean that in their 
prosecution we shall be obliged to forfeit one of the most 
cherished rights of. the citizen who accepts military ser 
vice, the sooner we give up all such projects the better. 


They are not worth such a sacrifice. 

The Grafton case has deeply touched the Army both in 
heart and mind. Its heart has spoken in an outpouring 
of more than $5,000 by over five thousand different 
contributors to defray the expenses of Grafton’s appeal, 


and its mind has been made manifest in much questioning 
as to what the future has in store for the Service in case 
the Government’s contention in this portentous litigation 
is upheld. That such a decree would dishearten the Army 


admits of no doubt whatever. The letters we have re 
ceived both from officers and men make that fact perfect 
ly clear. We believe, however, that there is no danger of 
such an outcome. The question is before a tribunal of 
surpassing wisdom, whose judgment, we hope and be lieve, 
will be that the young patriot who volunteers for military 
service in support of the republic does not thereby forfeit 
his: highest right as an American citizen. That he should 
be required to make that a dahon sacrifice is revolting to 
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the wliole spirit of our’ institutions which the Army has 
so faithfully served. 
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ARE PRACTICE MARCHES BEING OVERDONE? 


Lieut. Col: George A. Dodd, 10th U.S. Cav., who was 
ov duty as Chief Umpire during the field maneuvers under 
Brig. Gen, Constant Williams, U.S.A., near Fort Russell, 
Wyo., from Aug. 1 to Sept. 15, 1906, in a very interest- 
ing report of 245 pages, makes some important deductions 
as the result of his observations. Chief among these it is 
plainly pointed out that the so-called “hardening process” 
for Regular soldiers can be very much overdone, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Dodd has any number of practical 
officers who will agree with him. We make the following 
extracts from his report, which will be read with in- 
terest: 

“Though few, if any, of the ‘Camps of Instruction’ 
provided for during the current year continued during 
the entire period contemplated, all having been, for one 
reason or another, curtailed, still it is the consensus of 
the general opinion that that period, shortened as it has 
been, is too long. The practical benefit and instructive 
use/ulness of these field exercises cannot be questioned, as, 
through the individual exertions of officers, their efficacy 
was established—often perhaps on a small .scale—years 
ago: but they, as all other sources of military instruction, 
attain and advance to a maximum beneficial standard, 
only so long and so far as intelligent and responsive in- 





terest ean be maintained, lacking which they become a 
source of mental and physical drudgery, as were the old- 
time drills when it was rank heresy to ride a Cavalry 
horse at a gait more rapid than a walk, except ‘when pur- 
suine or being pursued by an enemy,’ and when a drill 
leading beyond sight of the flagstaff almost constituted 
absence without leave. The natural result follows that 
that which should foster old, engender and develop new 
and progressive ideas, palls on the military appetite of 
both officers and enlisted men, when the digestive power 
of that appetite is exceeded. 

“Furthermore, the duties of a soldier are multifarious, 
and if one-fourth, or more, of his available time is to be 
devoted to one particular branch, it must necessarily be 
at the expense of other duties and sources of instruction, 


of equal, or perhaps greater, importance ; as, for instance, 
the last target season was, in many instances, So en- 
croached upon as to necessitate rushing and slighting that 
important duty and source of the soldiers’ instruction, in 
order to be able to proceed to the Camp of Instruction 
on the 15th of July. * * * Four, or, at the extreme 
limit, five weeks of actual camping, in a permanent camp, 
is deemed ample time for a single command to take up 
and successfully prosecute a substantial field course, with- 
out loss or flagging of interest, or infringement upon 
other duties and instructive measures. 

“In this connection it may be-also added that it does 
not seem to be the best or wisest plan to hold encamp- 
ments for the entire army at the same time. The most 
desirable season for conducting the camp at, for instance, 
Crow Creek Reservation, near Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., 


would scareely be the best season for a similar camp in 
Texas or Chickamauga, and vice versa. Not only should 
seasons, and, consequently climatic conditions, be con- 
sidered, but the question of officers for other duties al- 


ready alluded to, becomes a potent one. 

“Perhaps no question has arisen provoking more criti- 
cism, principally of an adverse nature, than the subject 
of requiring foot soldiers and Cavalry horses to march 
and go through exercises at all times equipped in heavy 
marching order. There are two well-defined sides to this 
question, Complaints are made by officers and enlisted 
men that the preseribed pack greatly interferes with the 


proper execution of the duties required, while the un- 
hecessary extra weight has the effect of stultifying the 
man’s ardor for the very work he should be most inter- 
ested in; and, furthermore, that in time of war, no such 
loads \ould be carried by the foot soldier in battle. 
On the other hand, it is maintained that the foot soldier 
should become so inured and accustomed to the load, 


that it would be, under all circumstances, a part of his 
person, and that he needs a ‘hardening process.’ It is 
believed that the properly conducted life of the American 
Regular soldier is at all times a hardening process in it- 
self. Lerhaps at some times it is harder than at others; 
but certainly it is a rare thing for him to lay down his 
burden unless. to take up some other things. Reference 
in this connection is not made to the volunteer, whose 
life has not been such as to give him the advantages 
of our usual hardening process, application being made 
to regularly trained troops. 

“As to the Cavalry pack, nothing is gained by putting 
extra weight on the trained horse, except perhaps, the 
extra training the man receives in handling his equip- 
ments. Every extra pound put upon the back of a Cav- 
alry horse (assuming, of course, that he is kept in train- 


ing, as all of our horses dre), detracts from his power and 
_— of endurance, his activity and flesh staying quali- 
les, 


This is well known, and, among men who know of 
horses, so thoroughly established that rules on the sub- 
ject have been adopted that are almost susceptible of 
mathematical demonstration. No Cavalryman of experi- 
ence, who has been brought face to face with the propesi- 
tion of walking or riding, the condition of his horse de- 
termining which, needs mathematical demonstration on 
the subject, 

“It is urged that, in time of emergency—in time of war 
—the Cavalry horse is required to travel long distances 
at a high rate of speed, perhaps being heavily packed. 


This is true, but, when this emergency arises, is a horse 
better, can he travel faster and farther and carry a 
larger load with his back tender, his flanks drawn up from 
traveling fast and far and carrying heavy loads for 
months before? * * * Everything that tends to the 
wear and tear on the horse shortens the period of his 
immediate usefulness. There is a certain amount of en- 
ergy in muscle, fat, bone and sinew stored up in this living 
machine. Scientific horsemen can tell us, after a certain 
limit has been passed, just about what effect the carrying 
of any extra weight has on this machine. For instance, 
the additional weight of one pound in a half-mile race 
makes a difference of five feet, and yet the theory is 
advanced that we can load a horse down with eighty 
or one hundred extra pounds, charge him hither and 
thither, in the heat of excitement, and say we are doing 
him good. 

“Nothing must be understood from this as derogating 
good substantial training of both man and horse, but it is 
believed that an intermediate course could be adopted by 
which both objectionable extremes might be avoided, and 
to that end it is suggested that, in future field exercises, 
the camp commander ‘be allowed, in his discretion, to 
designate the equipment to be worn, as he will probably 
be more able to judge of conditions and take into con- 
sideration requirements which will be productive of the 
best results.’’ 
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THE NATIONAL PRACE CONGRESS. 

We observe with interest and approval that the First 
National Arbitration and Peace Congress of America will 
assemble in New York, April 14, for a session of three 
days. The distinguished character of the men and women 
who have signified their intention to take part in the 
proceedings, the program to be followed and the time 
chosen for the assemblage, all combine to render the 
forthcoming gathering one of special importance. The 
delegates include many of the most eminent citizens of 
the United States and a large number of distinguished 
representatives of Great Britain, France, Germany, Hol- 
land and Belgium. The subjects selected for discussion 
are of world-wide importance, and the time appointed 
for the assemblage is particularly auspicious for the 
reason that it is only a few weeks in advance of the 
great conference at The Hague, so that the proceedings 
of the congress in New York will serve as a sort of 
prelude to those of the larger and more representative 
gathering at the Dutch capital. Under these conditions 
the sessions of the congress in New York must necessarily 
prove both interesting and profitable. 

A study of the situation leads to the conclusion that 
the desire for international peace is keener and more 
general throughout the world to-day than ever before. 
If this fact be. conceded, it stands in vivid contrast with 
another fact, namely, that the development of military 
resources into military strength is at present being car- 
ried on more eagerly and on a broader scale by the great 
nations of the earth than at any former period in time of 
world-wide peace. ‘These two facts—the universal longing 
for peace and the universal creation of military strength 
--seem contradictory and irreconcilable, but they are not, 
The plain truth is that beneath the desire for peace there 
is a profound and deepening conviction in the minds of 
men that peace can be maintained only by preparedness 
for war. It is not to wage war, but to guard against the 
possibility of war, that the nations are building fleets and 
training armies. Under the conditions which prevail to- 
day the nation most in danger of war is the unarmed 
or the insufficiently armed nation. The commercial 
rivalries of the age have made nations increasingly selfish 
and jealous of one another. The prosperity of a nation 
makes it an object of envy, and the prosperous nation 
that dreams of peace without armament dwells in a fool’s 
paradise. It is like a city without a police force or a 
fire department, inviting to the spirit of rioters, thieves 
and incendiaries. 

We had hoped that the Congress soon to assemble in 
New York might include among its subjects for discussion 
the practical question of armament as a condition of 
peace. That hope, we regret to say, has been disap- 
pointed, the program wholly ignoring military and naval 
tendencies. Not only that, but among all the speakers 
announced not one representative of an army or a navy 
is named, though there are representatives of both Serv- 
ices whose utterances on such an occasion would command 
world-wide attention. It is true that invitations to at- 
tend have been extended to the American delegates to 
The Hague Conference, among whom are Brig. Gen. 
George B. Davis, of the Army, Rear Admiral Charles 8. 
Sperry, of the Navy, and Gen. Horace Porter, but none 
of these gentlemen has been assigned to a part in any of 
the discussions. We assume, therefore, that they are 
expected to listen but say nothing. These three gentle- 
men have all been trained in the profession of arms, and 
when war came it was their business to make it success- 
ful for the Government, whose servants they were. Is 
it not conceivable that in a congress assembled to discuss 
measures for the abolition of war they mjght be able to 
say something worth hearing? A conference called to 
consider projects of sanitary reform would probably con- 
sult the opinions of physicians. When a convention meets 





‘to reform the constitution of a state or the charter of a 


city, it is always considered desirable to have it com- 
posed cf lawyers, or certainly to have lawyers among 
its members, and a board appointed to plan a great canal 
or a railway would naturally include a few expert engi- 
neers. In the same way one might suppose that a gather- 


ing to consider ways atid’ methods for eliminating war 
from th2 practices cf nations would invite opinions and 
suggestions from men-who know what war is, what it 
costs, and what it means. On the contrary, however, the 
program exultingly declares that Lieutenant General ‘von 
Lowenfeld, a German delegate, is “the only. soldier on the 
list of foreign guests,” and so far as we can make out, he 
is not expected to say a word, ‘ meen 

Nevertheless, we wish the forthcoming congress a pleas- 
ant time and a successful deliverance.’ It-can do no harin 
and may do much good. It will bring together a large 
number of benevelent persons who mean well, whose utter- 
ances will be listened to with: respectful attention, and 
who are so eager for peace that we believe they would 
fight for it if it could be had in no other way.

Many complaints are heard from the officers. of. the 
Army and Navy regarding the lately adopted policy of 
the Government Printing Office to withdraw from the 
branch offices in those. departments as much work as pos- 
sible and have it done at the main office. They complain 
that the practical result of such a policy has been the un- 
warranted delay in the issue of orders and instructions 
and that this delay in many cases may result in actual fi- 
nancial loss to men and officers who are stationed at a 
distance from Washington and must suffer the slow com- 
ing of the mail in addition to the delay caused by the 
failure of the printing office to get the work out prompt- 
ly. An instance quoted is that of a Navy special order, 
a single sheet containing perhaps four or five hundred 
words. It was issued on Feb. 4, but was not returned to 
the Department for publication until more than a month 
later, A general order from the same Department was 
held at the main office for nearly the same peried, in spite 
of the petitions of the Department for haste. In the 
War Department Assistant Secretary Oliver had in prep- 
aration the circular order giving instructions. for~the 
joint maneuvers this summer to be held by the Coast Ar- 
tillery and the militia of the various states. It was to be 
sent out accompanied by a circular letter to the different 

yovernors asking for suggestion and: criticism and-in the 
opinion of the Department it was highly desirable that 
this be published as early as possible. Again there were 
repeated requests for its early printing. As a matter of 
fact, the corrected revise of the order lay at the printing 
office ten days before the first copies came to the. Depart- 
ment. It is claimed that the branch offices could” have 
turned out the work in not more than two or three days, 
including the time for corrections. It is probable that the 
matter will be taken up with the President, and what 
seems a menace to the efficiency of the Service, averted:

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A QUESTION OF ARMY PAY. 


The Supreme Court of the United States in a decision 
handed down this week disposes of at least one of the 
many troublesome and complicated questions of Army 
pay arising during the Spanish War. It was in the case 
of the U.S. vs. Don C. Mitchell, which had been decided 
in the Court of Claims adversely to the Government. The 


court reverses this decision in an opinion presented by 
the Chief Justice. 

“The particular point involved was that relating to ex- 
tra pay for duty in higher rank in time of war, but not 
actually in the presence of the enemy. Mitchell entered 
the Army during the war with Spain as second lieuten- 
ant of Troop E, 1st Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, and while 
stationed at Huntsville, Ala., in August, 1898, was desig- 
vated by an order from Captain Rogers, regimental quar- 
termaster of the 1st Ohio, to take command of the troop. 
He continued to perform the duties of that command un- 
til the following October. He then made claim to the pay 
of a captain under the Act of April, 1898, providing ‘that 
in time of war every officer serving with troops operating 
against the enemy, who shall exercise, under assignment 
in orders issued by competent authority, a command above 
that pertaining to his grade, shall be entitled to receive 
the pay and allowances of the grade appropriate to the 
command so exercised,” and also for pay for the extra 
month allowed at the rate paid a captain. The case dealt 
with the claim for the extra month. The claim was re- 
sisted, on behalf of the Government, on the ground that 
the order of assignment was not by “competent authority” 
and also on the ground that the troops stationed at Hunts- 
ville were not “operating against an enemy.” The Court 
of Claims decided in Mitchell’s favor, holding that he was 
entitled to an extra month’s pay at a captain’s rate, but 
the Supreme Court reversed that ruling and held that he 
should receive only the pay of a second lieutenant. The 
opinion referred to the order relieving the first lieutenant 
of Troop E from command, and incidentally the appoint- 
ment of 2d Lieutenant Mitchell to that position, and said 
that it could not be considered as an “assignment in or- 
ders issued by competent authority” within the section of 
the statutes controlling in the matter. ‘That section was 
not enacted to give increased pay for ordinary duty of the 
service,’ the court said, ‘but to give compensation for the 
greater risk and responsibility of active military com- 
mands, and no assignment in orders when unnecessary to 
that end can make a case within the statute.’” 


GENERAL BELL DEFENDS THE ARMY. 

Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., who was one of 
the prominent guests at the annual Evacuation Day ban- 
quet at Boston, Mass., March 18, in responding for “The 
United States,” spoke some plain truths to the Bostonians 
concerning unjust criticisms which had been made on the 
Army in the Philippines, and his remarks in the Army’s 
defense were of the most interesting and forceful charac- 
ter. General Bell, who was greeted with hearty and pro- 
longed applause, spoke in part as follows: 

“4 very celebrated statesman recently sung his swan 
song in the Congress of the United States in his last great 
speech upon the subject of the Philippine Islands. If one 
is in search of an ideal classic, he needs only go to the 
record and find this speech, full of principle, full of ideal, 
delivered to his nation, appealing to their sense of right 
on behalf of the Filipinos, and this speech was delivered 
by George Frisbie Hoar. 

“T am not ashamed to acknowledge that I myself have 
always been an idealist. I am aware that there are a 
good many people in Boston to whom it would have been 
very difficult to swallow that as a fact a few years ago. 

“In the days when I was struggling for my Government 
there were some people who likened me to General Wey- 
ler, but it did not touch me, because I knew that it was 
not true and I knew that Boston didn’t know anything 
about it. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, though an ideal, though a con- 
science is a most excellent balance wheel, a most excellent 
guide, it is easy to go to extremes. All excesses are bad, 
even excesses in good. We ought not to judge of a peo- 
ple. of a class, of an army, by exceptional conditions. 
Judged by the constitution and by-laws of a benevolent 
society, the laws of war issued by Abraham Lincoln, one 
of the most benevolent and magnanimous of men, are bar- 
barous. 

“Yet war must be conducted, more is the pity, and 
must be conducted by the laws which will make a nation. 

“Now, occasionally, in the excess of zeal, when the 
warm blood is coursing through the veins, mixed with 
great excitement, it is nothing but natural that some sol- 
diers, not thoroughly imbued with the laws of war, not 
even acquainted with them, may go to excess and do 
things for which they should be ashamed. 

“It is perfectly natural for people to worship ideals, to 
feel indignant at any soldier who by an act reflects dis- 
credit upon his nation. The people of Massachusetts are 
not alone in feeling this indignation ; many of the soldiers 
of your country feel this indignation too, yet knowing 
human weakness, knowing how man is when his passion, 
his fighting blood, his indignation are aroused, we find it 
in our hearts to pass it over without condemning all of 
our comrades, J 

“TI am sure you will agree with me that if ever there 
was what was called the water cure practised in the 
Philippine Islands, it was the exception. The entire Army 
should not be condemned because of the few exceptions, 
neither should the Army be condemned for fighting for its 
country to the best of its ability. « 

“Whether it be righteous is not for the soldier to 
consider; it is his duty to obey and when he has received 
practically the legal orders, it is not for him to stop or 
hesitate or try to decide whether the war is righteous or 
wrong—-he can only obey. 

“Tt is ungenerous that. for the sins of a few, the excep- 
tional sins, the whole should be condemned. 

“For instance, if you will pardon me for a reference 
te ancient history, I have here in my hand a reproduction 
of a cut taken from Foster’s true history of the Revolu- 
tion. Now, none of us would believe that the water cure 
was practised by our forefathers. We certainly would 
not condemn them for fighting for freedom because a few 
may possibly have been a little passionate, a little bit 
fanciful in expressing their indignation, yet this picture 
shows that during the Revolution. some of the very zeal- 
ous patriots poured water down the throat of a tax gath- 
erer. It was not water, it was tea, and the picture is la- 
beled ‘The Bostonians paying the excise man by tarring 
and feathering,’ and see that they may be on the water 
cure because they tarred and feathered a man for doing it. 

“Flow stranger than fiction is fact! Now. who would 
believe that the water cure originated in Boston? Is 
there anybody here that would believe that because of 





this one instance our forefathers were all to be con- 
demned? 

“It is a good thing for the Filipinos that the 8th and 
9th Regiments of Massachusetts served under me at 
Manassas instead of in Luzon, 

“But, gentlemen, speaking seriously, there is a proper 
time for disagreement. We surely could disagree about 
the propriety of the war before it began, but after the 
die is cast, after your nation is determined that war it 
must be, then we should all be united. There is no ques- 
tion about that. Do you suppose there would have been 
any evacuation that we celebrate to-day if the colonies 
had disagreed, part of them insisting on the war and part 
not? I hardly think so. k 

“There used to be a Secretary of War who had an as- 
sistant who was always bothering him about somebody 
being overworked or somebody’s hard luck story—both- 
ering him when he was a very busy man. One day he 
said, “The trouble with Jones is that he has too many 
kinds of compassion. I have only one kind, and I put 
that in ice water every morning.’ 

“Now, we soldiers in the Philippines used to think that 
Boston had two kinds of compassion, one for its nation’s 
soldicry and one for its enemies. The one they were evi- 
dently in the habit of bathing in ice water, and the other 
with some kind of hot stuff. 

“Now, soldiers are not unlike other people; though there 
may be fiattery spoken of them, they like it. They like 
esteem and approval just the same as others. Nothing is 
so gratifying to a nation’s soldiers as the warm support of 
their nation. 

“I know that it is sometimes considered an extreme 
view, but I at least am for my country if my country is 
right, hoping and praying it may be right, but at all times 
I am for my country, right or wrong. 

é “If there are any here who are inclined to look too se- 
riously upen what I have been saying or upon anything 
that I have said, please remember there is no use to rup- 
ture friendship.”

HARDSHIPS OF NAVY MATES. 

A chief petty officer of the Navy, writing to the Jour- 
NAL, cites his own experience as a case in which promo- 
tion from the grade of enlisted man because of faithful 
service and excellent record is punishment so far as 
the matter of pay is concerned. The case was cited 
to the Navy Department and it was frankly admitted 
that the law did so operate and that the only relief for 
the writer, and that but a partial one, would be the com- 
mutation of quarters. It was said to be only one of the 
many instances which show the necessity for an adjust- 
ment of Navy pay among both commissioned and non- 
commissioned ranks. The Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts have been working at the task for several years, 
but owing to the obstinacy or indifference of Congress 
have not been able to accomplish material results. The 
correspondent we refer to says: 

“On July 1, 1905, I was appointed to the rank of mate 
in the U.S. Navy, in accordance with the order issued 
in May, 1904, that a chief petty officer of the seaman 
branch, after serving more than fifteen years with good 
record, and after having been duly recommended by his 
past and present commanding officers, could, as a reward 
for his long and faithful service, be rated as mate. This 
reduced my pay $30 per month, from $88 to $58 per 
month. No more continuous service pay, no ration, no 
money for medals were allowed, I being an officer; then 
there was no more increase or longevity pay, -because I 
was not an officer. The only addition granted me was 
$24 for commutation of quarters; still this left me $6 per 
month to the bad, not counting the loss of four months’ 
extra pay, which was allowed once every four years, 
amounting to $6 per month more, making a total loss of 
$12 per month’; but nevertheless it was enough to get 
along with. 

“Now, for unknown reasons, this has been stopped, 
and my pay is $58 per month flat. If I am checked up 
for the total amount drawn during the eighteen months 
that I have been a mate, I will not be able to draw any 
salary for ten months, and in order to exist during this 
time, I should be obliged to borrow at least $500, which, 
afterwards, at the pay of $58 per month, I could never 
repay. 

“The company which the wearing of this uniform leads 
me into, without exception receive salaries twice or three 
times as much as I am drawing. This often puts me in a 
very embarrassing position, but much more so now as our 
pay has been reduced another $24 per month, which does 
not leave enough to live respectably. If forced to stand 
the checkage I spoke of above, I should be compelled to 
beg my subsistence as a donation, as I could not afford 
to make a loan. Ever since I ‘have been in the Service, 
I have added a little to my bank account every month, 
endeavoring to save up a smal] amount for a rainy day, 
but ever since I have been an officer there has not been a 
single month when I was not obliged to draw on my bank 
account more or less to pay necessary expenses. 

“After the earthquake in California I went on a six- 
weeks’ leave to locate my relatives and look after their 
welfare: this used up my savings, and when upon my re- 
turn I desired to draw my salary, I discovered to my sur- 
prise that my pay on leave amounted to only $42 per 
month, or $2 per month less than I received over twenty 
years ago, when I first enlisted, It was then $35 as cox- 
swain of steam launch and $9 for ration, making a total 
of $44. My statement that this was my first leave in 
over twenty years, and that every enlisted man was al- 
lewed four months’ leave once every four years on full 
pay, and of which I had never taken advantage, made no 
difference, as I was now an officer. 

“This leaves me now in a sad predicament, as I have 
lost all benefits of enlisted men without having gained 
any of those of officers. The only thing I can do, unless 
T can find another remedy, is to resign, much as I hate to 
do so after twenty years’ continuous service. Nobody 
seems to be able to define to me the status of mate, his 
pay, allowances or his retirement, if there is such a thing 
for a mate. Can anybody tell me the advantage of a 
chief petty officer being promoted to the rank of mate? 





* The only one ] can see is that passing through the gates 


of the yard the sentry will salute instead of asking for a 
pass. Now I would like to be informed if this is worth 
$30 per month? 

“When I made application for this position it seemed 
to be an understood fact that the bill, H.R. 10020, relat- 
ing to pay of mates in the Navy, referred to the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, and ordered to be printed on Jan. 
14, 1904, was sure to pass in 1905. This would have given 
me $1,200 per year or more, and with this in view I 
made application and received the appointment. So far 
no bill has passed Congress but a new law for the pay of 


enlisted men, which would now bring me $100 per month 
if I had remained as such, or as instructor; if detailed as 
such, making $110 against $58. Again the question arises 
Where is the benefit of being promoted to a mate fo; 
long and faithful services if it almost reduces your pay 
to that of one-half formerly drawn? . 

“By whomsoever I have made this statement to I hay, 
been invariably told that all this was an injustice, and 
that they were very sorry, but although sympathy is yery 
nice, it does not help to pay necessary expenses, and I an 
still looking for somebody who can help me straighter 
out this mistake.” : 


TRIAL OF MAJOR PENROSE. 
Below we give extracts from the testimony of a num 
ber of witnesses at the G.C.M. for the trial of Major 
Charles W. Penrose, 25th U.S. Inf., at San Antonio, Tex.. 
during the sessions of the court from March 11 to 16, jn- 
clusive : 

Sergt. Ist Class Francisco Oltmans, H.C., was arouse 
by the firing of a .45 caliber pistol. After that he heard 
some firing of a sma!ler caliber pistol. There might haye 
been a hundred shots. He heard several bullets whistling 
near his quarters while he was dressing. The bullets he 
thought came from the ordinary rifle of small caliber. 
Iie went to the hospital. The lamps in the operating 
room were lighted, the men being on the front porch, 
Witness remained at the hospital for an hour. The first 
bullets might have come from the direction of the quarter- 
master’s cofral. He saw two colored women come to 
the hospital. They wanted to sleep there, claiming the 
people of Brownsville were shooting up the town. On 
cross examination witness said when he said by high- 
power rifles he meant such arms as the Springfield rife. 
Q.—The call to arms came immediately after the first 








shot? A.—-Yes, sir. 

Q.—Had the rifle fire begun when the bugle was blown? 
a pid call came immediately after the rifle firing 
started. 


Capt. Edgar A. Macklin, 25th Inf., was placed on the 
stand for the defense. He said he found five clips ani 
seven'cartridges. He illustrated to the court how the 
shells were lying on the ground. He pointed on the ina) 
where he found the shells, at the mouth of the alley open- 
ing into Fifteenth street. He also made a search along 
the wall to the old gate near the river. He also made 
a search on the inside of the wall. 

Sergt. Thomas J. Green, a witness who was awake on 
the first floor of the barracks when the shooting began, 
saw flashes of guns near the telegraph office. This was 
across the street from the garrison wall. Farther up 
Fifteenth street, near the alley, he saw more flashes of 
guns. The shooting ceased when the company marclied 
to the wall. It was mixed firing and was heaviest while 
the company was forming. 

Ex-Sergt. Mingo Sanders, of the 25th Infantry, was 
asked many questions concerning the “whiz” of rifle and 
revolver bullets of different calibers through the air and 
the sounds of the explosions. 

Q.—Are you familiar with sounds of bullets as they pass 
through the air? A,—Some, I am. 

Q.—Could you tell if the bullet® were fired from a 
pistol or rifle? A.—They were fired from Winchester: 

Q.—Weren’t there Mausers? A.—Yes, sir, some Mau- 
gers. 

Q.—Were no Springfields? A.—No, sir, unless they 
were the old-time Springfield rifles. 

Q.—Can you tell a steel jacket bullet from a lead bullet 
sing, through the air? A.—Steel jackets have a clean 
sound. 

Q.—What caliber were these Winchesters, .30..30, 
.40-.65, or what? A.—I judge all the way from .30-.30 
to, .40.-65. 

Q.—How many were there? 
firing. 

Q.—Were there any pistol bullets? 
pistol shots in town. 

Q.—Can you distinguish sounds of bullets? 
was a mixed fire. 

Q.—Might there not have been some Remingtons? A.— 
Sounded like there might have been some Remingtons. 
We're speaking of reports of rifles. 

(¥.—Can you tell the difference between a high-power 
rifle and a bullet from a Remington? .A.—Bullets shot 
from Remington rifles have a broad sound. 

Q.—Can you tell the difference between Winchester 
and Remington sounds? A.—The Remington has a louder 
sound than a Winchester. 

Q.—What’s the difference between the sounds of a 
Mauser and a Krag-Jorgensen? A.—A Mauser bas a 
clean sound. <A> Krag has a little broader sound. hat 
is, speaking of report of a rifle. 

Q.—You’re not speaking of bullets then? A.-—No, 
sir.

Second Lieut. H. S. Grier, 25th Inf., testified tha! his

First Lieut. Henry A. Wiegenstein, 25th Inf., said 
he had recently made experiments to test the accuracy of 
vision at Fort McIntosh, Feb, 18 and 19 and March 11. 
In making preparations for the test witness said he 
selected an arroyo that resembled an alley, in fact there 
were two arroyos, in order that spectators might sce into

Witness 
attempted to detett the color of the man’s complexion dur- 
jng the firing of the shot gun. He could tell that the 
men had on blue shirts and khaki breeches. Witness 
could not detect any hat cords during the flashes of rifles. 

“During the second test one of the observers remarked, 
‘There is Wiegenstein. You wouldn’t know if he didn’t 
have on a cap, It happened to be the sergeant who had 
on a cap. 4 

Witness then illustrated with a new model Winchester 
how the Service ammunition could be employed in that 
weapon. The clip cannot be used, but the cartridges must 
be inserted into the magazine singly. The ammunition 
ean be rapidly inserted into the chamber and thrown out 
of the gun on the same principle used in all Winchesters. 
Witness has seen this ammunition used in the Winchester. 
A more direct fire was obtained than from the present new 
Springfield rifle. By this he meant that the bullet fired 
from the new Winchester rifle, .30 caliber, U.S. model, 
1903, with the Service ammunition, penetrated the wood 
with less deflection or curvature to the left than the 
bullets fired from the Springfield rifle. 

second Lieut. James Blythe, 25th Inf., who took part 
in these experiments, confirmed the statements of Lieu- 
tenant Wiegenstein. He could not tell the direction of 
the firing, the complexion of the men, or the character 
of the clothing. When the first flash came all he could 
see was a long row of trousers of dark material. The 
men observed actually wore khaki trousers and leggins. 

@.—So your impression was a false one? A.—Yes, 
sir. 

Q.—Did you subsequently recognize the men? A.— 
After the ‘experiments they were marched by in single 
file between us. I failed to recognize anyone or even their 
complexions. I was about four feet from the men when 
they passed by. I did not detect any white men until 
they were pointed out to me. 3 

“On March 11 the men were again taken to the arroyo. 
The firing was conducted from the head of the arroyo. 
Tho rifles showed us nothing. There was one rifle which 
lit up everything. By that we could distinguish the 
ligit and dark trousers. The men were then brought 
up under our position and the rifle firing black powder 
was fired again. ‘This rifle afterward turned out to be a 
shot gun, though we did not know it at the time of the 
experiments.” 

Witness then related how the men marched by the 
officers’ quarters where the observing party was stationed. 
Even as they marched by they failed to recognize Lieu- 
tenant Wiegenstein, who was in the line. 

Second Lieut. R. P. Harbold, 25th Inf., described vision 
experiments made at Fort McIntosh, Texas. Nothing 
could be seen in the arroyo of the firing party except a 
dark line. The night was so light that by close study 
he could read a typewritten letter. When the firing party 
marched within four feet of witness, he mistook a white 
man and the Mexican for negroes. Witness stated how 
the experiments were conducted on March 11. By the 
lash of the black powder that night witness recognized 
the outlines of an officer’s cap, also the outlines of the 
hats the men were wearing. He could not, however, 
distinguish the complexion of men. Afterward the men 
passed between witness and a post light. He could at 
that time determine the differenee between the light and 
dark uniforms. ‘The light blue chambray shirts’ worn by 
some of the men were not detected. Witness recently par- 
ticipated in the experiments to determine the penetration 
of high-power rifles at Fort McIytosh and described them. 
Lieutenants Wiegenstein and Blythe assisted him. At 
Nye, near Laredo, he made his experiments, using the 
Springfield, Krag-Jorgensen and Winchester rifles. There 
was always some deflection of the bullets. Witness has 
collected about a hundred bullets used in the experiments. 
No bullets whatever were captured in wood. They were 
always caught in the sand or would ricochet into the 
earth. The point of entrance and exit of bullets was 
never in line with the point of firing. At forty and 
twenty feet the bullet would pass through ten inches 
of hard pine, then through eight inches of red pine and 
then through a two-inch board of poplar or hemlock. 
Witness sighted through two of the grooves and could not 
locate the firing point. ‘The groove was always curved or 
Irregular, It was possible tu locate the point of firing at 
severi! places, but at no definite point.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

Col. Edgar S. Dudley, U.S.A., Professor of Law at the 
U.S. Military Academy, has written a work entitled, 
“Military Law and the Procedure of Courts-martial,” 
which constitutes an invaluable addition to the text-books 
of the military service. He explains that the book was 
prepared to meet the need at West Point for a work that 
would give a clear and thorough outline of the science of 
military law, including all recent changes and develop- 
ments, and yet he confined within the brief compass of a 
12mo volume of 540 pages, so as to be adapted for use 
in the instruction of cadets within the limited period as- 
signed to the study of the subject. An examination of the 
volume shows that Colonel Dudley has not only fully 
provided for the need he specifies, but that he has pro- 
duced a work which should be in the library of every offi- 
eer of the Army, the National Guard and every citizen 
who wouid know the judicial procedure of the military 
service. It is well arranged and well condensed, is so 
thorough and is written with such force and clearness that 
it deserves a place among the best of our military text- 
hooks. One cf its most valuable features is the index— 
an index in the best sense of the term—which enables 
the reader to refer to any portion of the volume at a 
glance. As one of our correspondents this week points 
out, the work is, in this respect, in cheerful contrast with 
many official reports and other documents pertaining to 
the Service, it being too often the case in such publica- 
tions that the index is merely a device to make confusion 
worse confounded. 'The late Francis Lieber cited the case 
of a volume of decisions in the English court which con- 
tained in the iudex this reference: “Great mind of the 
judge.” On looking it up Dr. Lieber found that the refer- 
ence was to a statement in the text that the judge said 
that he had “fa great mind” to do something he inentioned. 
This is a fair specimen of too much ignorant indexing. 
Colonel Dudley’s werk is. published by John Wiley and 
Sons. New York, and the price is $2.50 net. 

A handy and valuable book for officers and men of the 
Army, Navy, National Guard and to students in military 
colleges interested in the bayonet exercise is the work 
published by John Wiley & Sons, 43 and 45 East Nine- 
teenth street, New York city, entitled “Manual of Bay- 
onet Exercises and Musketry Fencing,” by Capt. Her- 
schel Tupes, 1st U.S. Inf., and Sergt. Sylvester Poole, of 
the same command. The price of the book, which is of 
111 pages, with fifty illustrations of positions, is fifty 
cents, bound in leather. As the bayonet exercise is now 
prescribed as a part of the instruction of the Regular 
Services, its value as an aid in the instruction will be 
realized by all who study it. The exercises, among other 
things, teach the soldier how to obtain a longer reach 
with the bayonet than his enemy will have if untrained 
in them, and will offset any disadvantage that he may 
be under should his piece and bayonet be shorter than 
the enemy’s. The left guard is tavght as fully as the 
right guard, and every soldier armed with the bayonet 
may now derive the maximum benefit from the natural 
dexterity and strength which he has in each arm and 
hand. It is pointed out by Captain Tupes that the prin- 
cipal error made heretofore in teaching the prescribed 
bayonet exercises consisted in retaining the soldier at an 
extended position while instructing him to thrust and 
lunge, causing an amount of constraint and fatigue that 
soon destroyed his interest in the exercises. The effi- 
ciency of the bayonet as a weapon depends upon the 
ability of the man to vigorously direct it, and quickly 
recover in guard; accuracy in. directing it in each guard 
is soon acquired by the practice herein provided. So much 
of the theory and practice of the art of musketry fenc- 
ing is for the first time, says Captain Tupes, presented 
as the soldier will find interesting and useful to know. 
The contents of the manual are: Bayonet exercises. 
Preliminaries; position of order arms; guards; steps; 
parries; points; steps and points; steps and parries; 
parries and steps; combined movements: steps and 
points; steps and parries; parries and steps; parries and 
points. Musketry fencing. Preliminary exercises; fenc- 
ing equipments; fencing salute: fencing exercises; pri- 
mary attacks; feints; decoys; secondary attacks; counter- 
feints; counters; the double counter; chanceries; minor 
chancery; decoy attacks; uses of the parries; changing 
the guard; rules in musketry fencing. 
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LIFE INSURANCE FOR THE ARMY.

S.A., on the subject of “Life Insurance for Army Offi- 
cers,” I should like to call attention to the fact that the 
company I represent as general agent in Cleveland here 
writes a very fair policy for Army officers, and I enclose 
you herewith a copy of that contract. So far as service 
is concerned, in time of peace’in the tropical climates, 
which would cover our colonial*possessions, the terms are 
as fair and ;s liberal as those of the company Captain 
Hunt mentions. During actual war the hazard is covered 
by an extra premium of 3 per cent. of the face of the 
policy. The experience of the Penn Mutual, who wrote a 
free policy on Army officers prior to the Cuban war, was 
disastrous among the officers who were exposed in Cuba 
and in the Philippines and they felt that this extra pre- 
mium was reasonable to cover such hazard. On my own 
books here I had something like $100,000, at risk, and in 
two years $43,000 of that went off by death in the Philip- 
pines. The question is whether in view of the experience 
of the Army Mutual Aid Association, which compelled 
heavy extra premiums to cover the losses of those two 
years, if it is not right and proper that a company to 
maintain its solvency should impose at least such an ex- 
tra premium as would equalize in a mutual company the 
extra risk incurred in covering such service in justice to 
the remaining members. I am not quoting the exact lan- 
guage of the policy, but leave that for you to do if you 
see fit. You will observe that in the closing clause the 
company is as liberal as the Army ‘Mutual Aid, in that it 
telegraphs one-half of the money immediately to the bene- 
ficiary as soon as the death is reported by the Adjutant 
General. Certainly that shows a very liberal spirit on the 
part of our company toward the widows of the defenders 
of the Republic. I may say in passing that the Penn Mt- 


tual is not pushing for Army business, but will take it 
on the conditions mentioned in their contract.

POOR INDEXING OF GOVERNMENT BOOKS. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I would like to invite attention to the fact that owing 
to the poor indexing of Part I, “Reports of the Military 
Observers in Manchuria” (War Department No. 8), its 
usefulness for the student is greatly curtailed. Govern- 
ment publications in general are abominably indexed. The 
indexing of such a book as the above cannot be done by a 
War Department clerk, but must be done by an officer, 
conversant with technical terms, and able to properly dif- 
ferentiate topics in a complicated descriptive article. A 
student desiring to study “Attack formations,” for exam- 
ple, finds but a single reference to it in the index of this 
book; whereas Major Morrison’s interesting description 
(and that of others) is very pertinent to the subject. If 
the War Department wishes to enhance the value of these 
hooks by at least fifty per cent., it will pay more atten- 
tion to expert indexing in the future. As a contrast, I 
know of no better indexed military book on the market 
to-day than Colonel Dudley’s new “Military Law,” just 
published.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Mr. Lewis Nixon, the well-known .naval constructor, 
has, it is said, designed a vessel to cross the Atlantic in 
four days. She is to be of the destroyer type, propelled 
by five screws, each driven by an internal combustion en- 
gine of 6,000 horse-power, of 30,000 horse-power in all. 
The endurance of the destroyer is 3,000 miles at a speed 
of thirty knots, and her top notch speed is to be thirty- 
three knots. Carrying 2 heavier armament than ever be- 
fore installed on a war vessel of similar size, the destroyer 
will mount five-inch rifle cannon, besides an unusual num- 
her of torpedo tubes and small rapid-fire guns. Mr. 
Nixon, in an interview with a reporter for the Herald, 
was quoted as follows: “I said at a dinner the other eve- 
ning that before I siopped building vessels I wished to 
build one to cross the Atlantic in four days or better, and 
I am going to do it. The displacement is less than 
2,000 tons; the speed, thirty-three knots; the endurance at 
thirty knots, 3,000 miles. At an economical speed the ves- 
sel could cruise 16,000 knots. While this first vessel is 
for war purposes, it is only a question of adaptation for 
ships for passenger purposes. For a ship of the type of 
the Kronprinz Wilhelm, of the North German Lloyd fleet, 
I should recommend 100,000 horse-power to obtain the 
same results—that is, a four-day boat. Such a ship would 
consume only 800 tons a day of liquid fuel, the engines 
to be of the standard type on the Riotte patents. Gas, 
or internal combustion, engines, whether using gas from 
coal, crude petrolewn, gasolene or alcohol, are to cut the 
fuel bill of the world in half. To obtain such a speed 
as hefore stated in a ship of the Kronprinz type the limit 
coal supply would be consumed the first day out. At the 
new plant at Tottenville, Staten Island, the engines for 
the new four-day boat will be built, while the hull will be 
constructed at our yards at Perth Amboy. A year agu 
no one could say that the four-day Atlantic boat was a 
possibility. Turbine engines and superheated steam of- 
fered no such gains as were necessary. ‘To-day the four- 
day boat can be produced along lines. already demon- 
strated.” 

A race of sailors, in open boats, from the warships of 
the world, anchored in Hampton Roads, to the exposition 
grounds, is one of the spectacular features of the naval 
program, being planned for opening-day exercises of the 
Jamestown ter-centennial. Simultaneously, boats will be 
launched from fifty or more American and foreign ships 
attending the opening of the exposition, and each crew 
will strive to beach its boat first on the shores of the ex- 
position grounds, President Roosevelt will be there to 
see the finish. The race will be for a distance of two and 
a half miles. 


“The preliminary test of the first gasoline motor ever 
designed or built in the Navy,” says the Norfolk Land- 
mark, “was held in the machine shop of the Steam Engi- 
neering Department at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., 
March 18. So far as it went, it was entirely satisfactory, 
though the full test was not completed as to power. The 
motor is intended for installation in sailing launches, and 
for low speed traffic. It is of compact and light, yet dur- 
able construction, and contains many novel features. It 
was designed and built under the supervision of Comdr. 
A. B. Willits, U.S.N., head of the Steam Engineering 
Department of the yard.” 

A court-martial for the trial of Capt. Theodore H. Low, 
U.S.M.C., met at the navy yard, New York, March 14. 
Captain Low was charged with neglect of duty and 
culpable inefficiency. ‘The duty referred to was that 
required of him in his capacity as post exchange officer 
from June 7 to Aug. 14, last year. The following officers 
composed the court-martial: Col. Allan C. Kelton, Lieut. 
Col. Charles A. Doyen, and Major Charles G. Long, U.S. 
M.C., and Lieut. Comdr. Frederick L. Sawyer, Paymr. 
Joseph J. Cheatham, Paymr. Arthur F. Huntington, and 
Lieut. Albert W. Marshall, U.S.N., with Capt. Harold C. 
Snyder, U.S.M.C., judge advocate. 

Bids were opened at the Bureau of Ordnance at the 
Navy Department Wednesday for 10,000 3-inch, 3,000 5- 
inch, 5,000 6-inch, 2,000 8-inch, and 1,000 12-inch target 
shells. ‘The bids received were as follows: The United 
States Rapid Fire Gun and Powder Company, of Derby, 
Conn., $16,950 for 10.000 3-inch shells; the American and 
British Manufacturing Company, of New York, $24,400 , 
for 10,000 3-inch shells: $25,500 for 3.000 5-inch shells, 
and $25,940 for 5,000 6-inch shells. The Firth Sterling 
Steel Company, of Giesboro, D.C., bids $6,000 for 500 
G-inch shells; $11,600 for 400 & inch shells and $75,000 
for 1,000 12-inch shells. The Bethlehem Company, of 
Pennsylvania, was the only company which submitted 
bids for the entire group. It bid $23,400 for 10,000 3- 
inch shells, $26,220 for 3,000 5-inch, $81,250 for 5.000 
G-ineh, $85,600 for 2.000 8-inch, $96,000 for 1,000 12-inch 
shells. The KE. W. Bliss Company, of Brooklyn, submit- 
ted the following bids: $23,000 for 10,000 3-inch shells, 
$21,000 for 3,000 5-inch shells. No decision as to the 
award has yet been reached by the Bureau. 

Surgs. John Urie and W. M. Gorton, U.S.N., are en- 

ged in the preparation of an exhibit of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery of the Navy for the Jamestown 
Exposition. They will also arrange for a hospital camp 
in which the sick of the fleet, whether of the United 
States or of foreign nations, will be cared for. It had 
been hoped by the bureau that the hospital ship Relief 
could be brought around from the Pacific coast, but there 
is no appropriation available for this purpose. sire to have the ship as an exhibit, but under: the cir- 
cumstances will rely upon the hospital camp and the sick 
bays of the the Texas and Brooklyn as practical exam- 
ples of the medical work done in the Navy. The 
eamp is actually made necessary by the rehabilitation of 
the naval hospital at the Norfolk yard, which is now be- 
ing repaired. At the same time the Relief with its ac- 
commodations for 200 patients would have been an excel- 
lent object lesson. 

The following are the members of a general court-mar- 
tial ordered to convene at Hampton Roads, Va., on board 
the U.S.S. Connecticut at ten a.m., on March 26, 1907, 
for the trial of Capt. William Swift, U.S.N., on the 
charges of “through negligence suffering a vessel to run 
upon a rock,” and, “neglect of duty in connection with 
the above: Rear Admirals Albert 8. Snow, U.S.N.; 
Charles H. Stockton, U.S.N.; Asa Walker, U.S.N.; 
Charles S. Sperry, U.S.N.; Robert M. Berry, U.S.N.; 
Joseph N. Hemphill, U.S.N.; Seth M. Ackley, U.S8.N.; 
Capt. John P. Merrell, U.S.N.; Capt. Eugene H. C. 
Leutze, U.S.N.; Comdr. John J. Knapp, U.S.N., recorder. 
The same court will also try Lieut. Harry E. Yarnell, 
the officer of the deck at the time the accident occurred, 
on the same charges as those preferred against Captain 
Swift. 

The telescopes for the sights of the turret guns of the 
Vermont, Kansas and Minnesota have all been delivered. 

The San Francisco, now out of commission at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, is being fitted as a mine laying vessel. 
In addition to carrying mines, she will carry a battery of 
5-inch guns. Although nearly all foreign navies have 
been provided with mine-laying ships, the San Francisco 
will be the first large vessel] in our Navy to be used prin- 
cipally for the purpose of laying mines. 

The British armored cruiser Duke of Edinburgh 
grounded at Dover March 15 as she was leaving her har- 
bor, but subsequently was towed off without having sus- 
tained any damage. She was caught by a strong tide 
which drove her rapidly toward the Prince of Wales 
pier, and the prompt dropping of her anchors alone saved 
the warship from erashing into the pier. The falling tide 
left the cruiser aground until the tugs arrived and hauled 
her off. 

The monitor Florida returned to the navy yard, Nor- 
folk, Va., on the night of March 15 after completing tests 
as to the effect of the blasts from large guns, when fi 
over the top of another turret. The tests showed that 
there was little, if any effect on the gun-sights from the 
blast. The experiments were made in reference to an ar- 
rangement of turrets on the battleships South Carolina 
and Michigan, which arrangement is largely experimental. 

The French destroyer Défi ran ashore in a thick fog 
near Les Sables d’Olonne, France, March 18, and dam- 
aged her bows, but she succeeded in getting off and reach- 
ing port. 

The Danish trainingship Viking was blown over, during 
a storm, in a shipbuilding yard at Copenhagen, Denmark, 
March 17. She had 400 workmen on board and at first 
it was believed that about fifty of them were drowned. 
It was ascertained later that there was no loss of life. 
Ten workmen were injured. The Viking was in course of 
construction. 

Only fifty-eight bodies have been identified of the 107 
found in or about the hulk of the French battleship Jena. 
All the dead have been posthumously promoted, so that 
the widows and other relatives will reap the benefit -of 
higher pensions. 

A wireless message from Capt. Richardson Clover, 
U.S.N., to the Navy Department, March 20, said: 
“Georgia completed very successful. speed trial.. Speed 
for four hours, full power. 19.05 knots, and for twenty- 
four hours endurance, 17.92. Gun trials very successful. 
No navy yard work needed. Georgia will arrive Hamp- 
ton Roads this afternoon.” 

Capt. Adolph Marix, U.S.N., will very soon present a 
report to the Navy Department embodying the results of 
his observations of the working of the submarine signal- 
ing bell. He has recently taken a trip on the steamer 
Ontario, of the Merchants and Miners’ line, which is 
equipped with this device, and found that it worked weil 
with various lightships between Boston and Baltimore. 

Secretary Metcalf, of the Navy, is extremely anxious 
that work on the new 20,000-ton battleships authorized 
at this session of Congress begin as soon as possible, and 
to that°end has instructed naval constructors to rush 
their work. It has been found that in order to make 
room for the engines necessary to develop the speed ex- 
pected, the ships will have to be lengthened by about ten 
feet. It is the expectation that bids will be opened not 
later ‘than July 1 of this year, and that the advertise- 
ments will be issued about two months earlier. 

The Navy Department has selected the protected cruis- 
ers Denver and Cleveland and the armored cruiser St. 
Louis, of the Atlantic Fleet, to represent the United 
States at the Fulton celebration at Bordeaux, France, 
beginning June 1. After leaving Bordeaux the Denver 
and the Cleveland will proceed to the coast of China 
and join the Asiatic Fleet. 

A Pensacola despatch of March 21 says: ‘“‘A report 

just received from the United States Navy Yard, eight 
miles distant, says that the power house building and a 
smaller structure have been almost entirely destroyed 
by fire. The new construction building, just completed 
at a cost of $100,000, is threatened... Captain Hogg, with 
a force of marines, is fighting the flames, which ¢an be 
seen from this city.’”” A later despatch says that the fire 
destroyed building No. 1, containing the blacksmith shop, 
boiler factory, cooper shop, power house, and electric 
piant. The loss is $175,000. he machinery for the gun- 
boats Gloucester and Isla de Luzon was also destroyed. 
‘ Work on the battleship Louisiana at the New York 
Navy Yard has been. completed and the vessel is now 
ready to sail for Southern waters. It is expected that 
March 25 will be the day-of sailing. . 

A Norfolk dispatch, March 19, reports that the ship 
plumbers at the navy yard are on a strike for an increase 
of pay from $3.75 to $4.a day.. This will delay work on 
the Texas and Olympia, how under repairs. 

The Navy Department has been advised that the’ Ger- 
man‘government has detailed the large cruiser Roon and 
the small cruiser Bremen to represent Germany at. the 
naval gathering of the Jamestown Exposition. The ships 
will be commanded an officer of the rank correspond- 
ing to that of re. 


A party of men and women at Bridgeport, Conn., on 
March 21 made a submerged -run in the submarine tor- 
pedoboat Lake. _Mrs. John M. Thurston, wife of former 
U.S. Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, and Mrs. J. C. Lake 
distinguished themselves by being the first womén to take 
a trip in a submarine boat, with the exception of a woman 
reporter who seyeral years ago had a similar experience. 
It was not only Mrs, e’s first venture into the depths, 


but it was the culmination of her dreams of many years, 
since her son began his experience with submarines. J. 
C. Lake, father of the inventor, who is now abroad, was 
the host of a party of a’dozen who journeyed from Wash- 
ington and New York. In the party, besides Mrs. Lake 
Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, U.S.N., retired ; Cortlandt 
and Mrs. Thurston, were former Senator Thurston, Rear 
Field Bishop, president of the Aero Club of America; 
Augustus Post, the Aero Club’s secretary; Alan R. Haw- 
ley, one of the defenders of the International Challenge 
Balloon Cup; R. B. Brown, of Washington, and Lieut. 
Radler de Aquino, naval attaché of the Brazilian Em- 
bassy. For two hours’ the Lake, the latest submarine 
built by Simon Lake, rémained submerged in the Sound, 
two miies off the harbor. The boat was maneuvered on 
the bottom and at yarious depths up to twenty-seven feet, 
the greatest depth of the water. Mrs. Lake, Mrs. Thurs- 
ton and the others in the party were admitted to the air 
chamber from which divers leave the boat and had ex- 
plained to them the omniscope and the ingenious devices 
by which fresh air is supplied. While the vessel was 
submerged an elaborate dinner was cooked and served. 
It is Mr. Lake’s hope that the boat, after tests which are 
soon to be made, will be accepted by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 


The British steamship Fernley, from Tacoma, Feb. 10 
for Taku, which has been beached near Hakodate, Japan, 
after having sustained extensive damages, is supposed 
to have struck a floating mine in the Straits of Tsugaru, 
which was supposed to have been planted with mines dur- 
ing the recent war to prevent the Russian vessels reaching 
Vladivostok.

The following Executive Order, amending Executive Order 


of Aug. 13, 1902, which was promulgated in G.O. No. 104 of 
Aug. 16, 1902, is published for the information and guidance 
of the Service: 

In time of pence any enlisted man of the Marine Corps, 
serving in his first enlistment, who is not undergoing punish- 
ment or under charges, and who is not in debt to the Govern- 
ment, may after one year from the date of his enlistment in 
the Marine Corps apply for the privilege of purchasing his 
discharge. : 

An enlisted man wishing this privilege will make applica- 
tion to the commandant of the Marine Corps through official 
channels, giving his reasons in full for desiring his discharge. 
In general, no reasons will be considered as sufficient to war- 
rant discharge unless it can be shown conclusively that these 
reasons did not exist prior to enlistment. . 

Upon the receipt of an application made as prescribed 
herein, and fulfilling the conditions given, the commandant 
of the Marine Corps may direct the discharge requested at his 
discretion. The price of purchase will consist of the travel al- 
lowances due on discharge, which will be retained by the 
United States in alt cases, and in addition thereto the fol- 
lowing: 


After one year’s service..........eseceeeenes $120 
After two years’ service. ........ccecescecees 100 
After three years’ service..........eeeeeeeees 90 


When an enlisted man of the Marine Corps makes applica- 
tion for discharge by purchase on account of dependency of a 
near relative, and shows in connection therewith that a state 
oi destitution exists, that he has to the extent of his oppor- 
tunities and ability made contributions to the support of such 
relative, but that these contributions have proved insufficient 
to relieve the destitution, the commandant of the Marine 
Corps may, in his discretion, remit such part of the purchase 
price of discharge as may seem proper and necessary by reason 
of the inability of the enlisted man to pay the full amount. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

The White House, Feb. 4, 1907. 

Commanding officers, before forwarding applications for dis- 
charge by purchase, will make careful inquiry into each case, 
with a view to determining whether there is any reason why 
the applicant should not be so discharged, and whether a sat- 
isfactory reason has been offered as a basis for the applica- 
tion. All available information bearing on the granting or 
withholding of the privilege requested, together with the state 
of the man’s account, will be forwarded in the form of an in- 
dorsement on the application, by the commanding officer, who 
will either approve the request or state his reasons for his 
disapproval. 

All requests of enlisted men of the Marine Corps for dis- 
charge by purchase will be forwarded to the Brigadier Gen- 
eral, Commandant, who is authorized to act upon them. 

Article 989, U.S. Navy Regulations, is amended accordingly.

G.O. 42, FEB. 14, 1907, NAVY DEPT. 

In reporting leave of absence granted to officers of the Navy, 
the report should not be forwarded to the department until 
after the leave has expired and the officer has returned to his 
station and duty. The report should show the exact number 
of days absent. No report should be made for a fraction of a 
day. The time required for an officer to travel to and from 
the place where his leave is to be spent is leave, and should 
be included in the report of the number of days absent. The 
date from which an officer’s leave begins should be reported 
to the department. 

If an officer is on duty outside the continental limits of the 
United States and is granted leave for the purpose of visiting 
the United States, his leave begins from the date of his ar- 
rival in the United States and expires on the date of his de- 
parture therefrom, and the date of his arrival in, and de- 
parture from, the United States must be reported to the de- 
partment, 

Leave of absence will be granted in terms of months and 
days, as ‘‘one month,’’ one month and ten days.’’ A leave 
of absence commences on the day following that on which an 
officer departs from his station or duty. The day of departure, 
whatever the hour, is counted as a day of duty; the day of 
return as a day of absence. Leave for one month, commencing 
on the first day of a calendar month, will expire on the last 
day ef the month, whatever its number of days. Commencing 
on an intermediate day, the leave will expire on the day pre- 
ceding the same day of the next month. 

Officers of the Navy will keep an account of all leave of 
absence granted them (exclusive of sick leave) in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 35 of the Navy Regulations, 
and will furnish a statement of such leave to the pay officers 
having their accounts, in order to insure their receiving the 
proper rate of pay when on leave, and to relieve the Auditor 
for the Navy Department from the necessity of checking their 
accounts when overpaid by the paymaster, which is frequently 
done when that officer is not aware of the total amount of 
leave to which the officer is entitled.

Annapolis, Md., March 19, 1907. 

A ientative arrangement has been made for the assignment 
of those midshipmen who will go on the cruise next summer 
and those who will remain at the Naval Academy or go on 
leave.

ADMIRAL COGHLAN REVIEWS 13TH N.Y. 


Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N., reviewed the 13th 
N.Y., under command of Col. David E. Austin, in its armory 
on the night of March 21, before a very large audience. The 
Admiral had a staff including Lieut. Comdr. M. Johnston and 
W. 8S. Crosley, and Lieut. R. W. Henderson and Naval Constr.

Admiral Coghlan, in a few remarks, jokingly referred to the 
prohibition wave, at present let loose by General Orders. He 
said the same thing happened in the Navy once, but they had 
fergotten it. He said he was very much impressed with the 
regiment, and congratulated the officers on their splendid organ- 
ization and said they had reason to be proud of their Colonel, 
as he knew the Colonel was proud of them.

Capt. Orris E. Lee, inspector of small arms practice of 
Minnesota, in his report of small’arms practice for the year 
1906, says: ‘Increased interest has been manifested as 
shown by return from home range practice, but the figure of 
merit of the guard as a whole is much too low. The eight 
medals offered by the adjutant general for individual record 
of enlisted men created much interest during the summer 
camp and resulted in many excellent scores. The 600-yard 
match was an absolute tie between Corpl. Louis D. Harley, 
of Co. I, 1st Inf., and Pvt. Arthur Gross, of Co. G, of the 
same regiment, and there has been no opportunity to shoot off 
the tie. Judge E. W. Bazille and Dr. J. C. Nelson, of St. 
Paul, have united in giving a handsome cup for competition 
between the companies stationed at St. Paul, and on Oct. 7, 
1906, teams of ten men from Cos. C, D and E, of the 1st 
Infantry, and Co, E, of the 3d Infantry, engaged in their 
annual competition for this cup on the range of Co. I, 1st 
Infantry.’’ It was won by Co. C, 1st Infantry, with a score 
of 927 points. During the year the guard qualified 11 dis- 
tinguished experts, 40 experts, 41 sharpshooters and 431 
marksmen. 

Lieut. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the 1st Battery, N.Y., 
has established a progressive program of instruction for that 
command, as will: be seen by the’ following: Monday évenings 
—Non-commissioned officers’ school; theory and application of 
indirect fire; uses of range finders, panorama sights, and 
quadrants; minor problems in exterior ballistics. Tuesday, 
Friday and Saturday evenings—Instruction in horsemanship, 
school of the soldier mounted; school of the driver; and pis- 
tol practice, deliberate, timed and rapiu fire at fixed and disap- 
pearing targets. Wednesday evenings—School of. the battery, 
using the new 3-degree rapid fire guns. Saturday afternoon 
for practice and instruction in field work will now be ar- 


ranged for. The battery is certainly booming in membership, 
and it now carries on its rolls 103 officers and men, with 
about fifty applications for membership pending. Several men 
of the 7th Regiment riding class are among the applicants for 


membership. These men and all others who apply will. be 
examined as to their qualifications, and the remaining va- 
cancies in the battery will be filled by those who make the 
best showing. Merit alone will govern the selections.

On Jan. 6, A and B both drew the 
olive drab uniform, and both are given credit for $13 extra 
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clothing allowance. Was not A entitled to $25 instead of 
$13? Answer: We are informed that A is apparently en- 
titled to $25.

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FORT RILEY. 


Fort Riley, Kan., March 17, 1907. 

In anticipation of the movement of the 9th Cavalry squadron 
from this post to the Philippines, which will take place in a 
little over a month, all officers of that regiment who have been 
on detailed duties in the garrison are being relieved. Capt. 
Walter M. Whitman, constructing quartermaster of the post, 
will relieve Capt. Lanning Parsons, 9th Cav., as post quarter- 
master; Lieut. C. E. Hathaway, squadron quartermaster and 
commissary, 9th Oav., has been relieved as assistant to the post 
adjutant, and Lieut. J. G. Pillow, 13th Cav., has been detailed 
in his stead. Numbers of the enlisted men of the 9th Cavalry 
—-, who have been re-enlisted, have been granted fur- 
oughs. 

Brig. Gen. E. S. Godfrey, post commandant, attended the 
first banquet of the Junction City Commercial Club, which was 
held at the Bartell House on Friday evening. The General 
was one of the principal speakers, and his remarks, which 
were extemporaneous, were listened to with much attention. 
He spoke on the value of the post to the county and the 
city, and his intelligent suggestions to the business men com- 
pelled them to realize that perhaps they were missing many 
opportunities that were going to outside business interests.

Local 
papers state that General Godfrey’s talk was the best one made 
during the evening. ;

‘The constructing quartermaster, Captain Whitman, has again 
advertised for bids for the new riding hall, which will be 
opened on March 21.

A large number of officers and ladies of the garrison turned 
out this morning to the sound of ‘‘Hunt Call’’ to follow the 
hounds of the Hunt Club in a chase after wolves and coyotes 
over the reservation. The chasing of rabbits has been pro- 
hibited during the season to enable them to breed, as they 
have been greatly diminished in numbers during the past 
two years. The weather is cool and bracing, and following 
of the hounds on spirited mounts is an exhilarating exercise. 

Capt. and Mrs. Snow entertained with a dinner on Monday 
night. Their guests were: Colonel Macomb, Major Millar, 
Colonel Adams, Capt. and Mrs. Conner, Miss Brown, of New 
York city, and Captain Koehler. On Thursday Mrs. Meyer 
gave a dinner for her cousin, Lieutenant Lewis, who was 
temporarily in the post for examination for promotion. The 
following officers who were his classmates were present: Lieu- 
tenants Wilen, Dodds, Holderness, Romeyn and Kiehl.

REPORT ON BRITISH NAVAL MANEUVERS. 


The official report on the British naval maneuvers of 
1906 was published on Feb. 18 and includes much inter- 
esting comment by the Admiralty authorities and the 
chief umpire. The maneuvers were deprived of much of 
their value owing to the small proportion of merchant 
vessels which accepted the Admiralty terms for taking 
part. ‘Ihe percentage of loss of merchant vessels was 
high (55 per eent.) and would appear alarming were it 
not for the fact that this success of Blue was only 
achieved at the expense of the complete disorganization 
of his fighting forces, and that, as stated by chief umpire, 
had hostilities continued “it is practically certain that the 
commencement of the third week of the war would have 
seen all commerce-destroying ships either captured or 
lockaded in their defended ports.” It is probable also 
that the percentage of loss would have been very consid- 
erably lower had it been possible for all the merchant 
ships traversing the maneuver area, to the number of up- 
wards of 400, to take a part in the proceedings; as it 
was, the attack of the twenty-seven battleships and crui- 
sers and thirty destroyers of the Blue Fleet was concen- 
trated upon the inadequate number of sixty merchant 
steamers and thirty-four gunboats and destroyers repre- 
senting merchant steamers; in consequence, the actual 
percentage of loss is misleading and affords little or no ba- 
sis for calculation of the risks of shipping in time of war. 
It should also be noted that considerations of expense 
and the fact that the attacking fleet was on the seaward 
flank of the trade routes, prevented wide detours being 
made for the purpose of avoiding capture. 

The chief umpire states that the general result of the 
maneuvers is that out of ninety-four sailings there were 
between noon on June 24 and noon on July 2 fifty-two 
captures, or 55.2 per cent. of the total represented in the 
operations. These figures at first sight appear alarming, 
and destruction of trade at this rate would undoubtedly 
cause a commercial crisis in the country. 

The main idea which governed the conduct of the oper- 
ations against the Blue commerce-destroying ships, viz., 
that the object was to bring the enemy to action rather 
than to attempt to actually protect the trade, is one which 
should appeal.to the naval and mercantile mind. Both 
the system of protected merchant convoys and that of a 
succession of rallying points along the trade routes at 
which men-of-war are to be found would lead in practice 
to the frittering away of the forces at the disposal of the 
country. Z 

It is probable that on the outbreak of war shipowners 
would prefer to be left with a free hand as to the action 
of their vessels as regards routes, times of sailing, etc., 
but it is absolutely necessary that a limited control 
should be exercised by the Admiralty over the floating 
trade. One of the most important considerations in con- 
nection with this subject would appear to be the question 
of affording all possible information to shipowners as to 
the safety or otherwise in war time of different routes 
and_ localities. a and captures of merchant 
shipping were as follows:

The Warrior belongs to the Duke of Edinburgh class of 
armored cruisers, being the sixth and last to be complet- 
ed. These ships mark a great advance, not only in the 
protection against attack, but also’ in gun-power; each 
cruiser mounts six 9.2-inch guns in separate barbettes— 
one on the forecastle, one on each side forward, one on 
each side towards the stern, and one in the center line on 
the upper deck aft. Four of these guns may be used on 
either broadside. There are also in the waist of the ship, 
on each broadside, two 7.5-inch guns, and the secondary 
armament includes twenty-six quickfiring guns for repel- 
torpedo attack. The machinery of these ships was 

to Admiralty design, and practically all the parts, 

even the columns and bed-plate, were made to 


standard gauges and jigs, in order to ensure, as far as 
possible, interchangeability. 

The main engines of the Warrior were designed to de- 
velop collectively 23,500 indicated horsepower, and the 
high-pressure cylinders were made 43 1-2 inches in diame- 
ter, the intermediate cylinders 69 inches in diameter, and 
the two low-pressure cylinders, each 77 inches in diame- 
ter, the stroke in all cases being 42 inches. There are 
two large condensers to each engine, each having a cool- 
ing surface of 7,009 square feet, which serve for the main 
and auxiliary engines; either may do the work for each 
set of engines while the other is being overhauled. 

The first trial of the Warrior at one-fifth power was 
of thirty hours’ duration, and on this, as on all the trials, 
the vessel was loaded to the mean draught of 27 feet, 
while the boilers maintained a pressure of 168 pounds to 
the square inch. The cut-off at the high-pressure cylinder 
was 42 per cent. of the stroke, and the engines, running 
at 83.2 revolutions, indicated 4,781 horsepower, the coal 
consumption working out at 2.01 pounds. 

The thirty hours’ trial at two-thirds power was run in 
stormy weather, with a heavy sea, and these conditions 
militated strongly against economy. ‘The air-pressure in 
the stokehold was 0.4 inch, and the steam pressure at the 
boilers 186 pounds. The high-pressure cylinder was 
slightly linked up, the average cut-off throughout the trial 
being 60 per cent. Running at 121.3 revolutions the 
power indicated was 16,298 horsepower, which gave the 
ship a speed of 20 3-4 knots, notwithstanding the heavy 
weather. The coal consumption worked out at 2.07 
poms, and the water evaporated at 9 pounds per pound 
of coal. 

The full-power trial was run on Feb. 2 in favorable 
weather. ‘The total power developed was 23,641 horse- 
power, when the engines were making 137.6 revolutions. 
This is equal to 10.8 indicated horsepower per ton of ma- 
chinery. ‘The air pressure in the boiler-rooms was 1.05 
inches. The coal consumed per square foot of grate sur- 
face was 41.4 pounds, while the indicated horsepower per 
square foot of grate was 17.8 horsepower. The average 
steam-pressure at the boilers was 193.7 pounds. 
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CONTEST BETWEEN ARMOR AND SHELL. 


“For half a century this game has gone on,” says an 
article in Appleton’s for March, “since the old British 
Warrior was belted with four and a-half inches of plate 
secured to eighteen inches of teak. To this the gunmaker 
responded with Palliser pointed chilled iron shot, which 
easily pierced this novel protection. In 1879 came the 
‘compound’ plate, with wrought-iron back and a separate 
hard-steel face welded together. This last broke up the 
Palliser projectiles on impact, while the wrought-iron 
backing lent roughness and support to the mass. The 
solid all-steel plate came next, but it was beaten in the 
race by a certain pointed shot made of high carbon forged 
steel, before whose impact even the all-steel plate gave 
way. Ciearly there was a limit to the thickness of armor 
which a ship could carry. 

“When 22 inches was reached a halt was called. The 
gunmakers had won, for even this was pierced by a shot 
from the 110-ton monster, firing a shell of 1,813 pounds 
propelled by 960 pounds of powder. But though this gun 
vanquished, its first terrific roar proclaimed its own doom, 
and in spite of its enormous cost the monster was found 
to be practically dead, or at least dangerous to its friends, 
after eighty rounds had been fired. 

“The gun man had a chance once more, however, for 
in 1885 Lord Armstrong—of the famous British works in 
Newcastle, employing nearly 40,000 hands—decided to 
follow nature’s method of growing onions, layer over 
layer, and clothe his gun tubes with skins of steel, which, 
shrinking as they cooled, imparted just that amount of 
tenacity whose absence had made the old monsters so 
dangerous. 

“Thus we arrive at the most terrific naval gun of to- 
day, the 12-inch rifle, wound round with 113 miles of 
steel wire. This throws a 719-pound shell at the incon- 
‘ceivable speed of 1,751 miles an hour. Against this ter- 
rific weapon the armor people brought the Cammell-Har- 
vey plate of heated steel suddenly chilled with sprays of 
cold water. 

“The next stage of the game shifts to Krupp’s Titanic 
works at Essen, in Prussia. Here we have the ‘Kingdom 
of the Cannon’ presided over by a girl of twenty, who is 
absolute mistress of 40,000 men, and a revenue of tens of 
millions a year. Bertha Krupp’s vulcans produced a plate 
which made its Harvey forerunner little better than 
cheese-cloth. 

“The material used is a multiple alloy of iron and other 
metals in fixed proportions. The making of these plates 
is a matter of such amazing delicacy that it has become 
a science in itself. Incredible care is taken at every stage 
lest the delicate surface set up spontaneous disintegra- 
tion through cold or sudden chill. Merely to produce the 
stuff means setting up a special plant valued at $2,000,000. 

“The work of melting the hundred-ton steel ingot at a 
temperature of 2,500 degrees is a story in itself—a long 
and curious story until the plate emerges ‘glass-hard’ and 
uncuttable as faceted diamond. Next comes the ‘ballistic 
test’ laid down by the world’s governments, whose duty 
it is to see their people get the best possible value for 
the untold millions poured out in this scramble. 

“Kach thickness of armor plate must resist a certain 
number of rounds of armor-piercing projectiles, with in- 
tensely hardened noses. There must be no perforation, 
and no portion of the projectile must fall behind the 
plates; nor must there be any serious cracking. ‘The 
very best modern hard-faced armor for warships of to- 
day is made up to thirteen inches in thickness. At this 
three 750-pound shells will be fired from a 12-inch gun, 
with a striking velocity of 1,846 feet per second. 

“It seems inconceivable that any substance on this 
earth could withstand such a stroke, yet there must not 
be so much as a crack; for in such event a second shot 
striking the ship’s side would undoubtedly shatter the 
plate, and leave a large gap. To put it in another way, 
the total striking energy of the three shots on the plate 
under test equals 50,066 foot-tons, and yet that plate 
must remain in a condition to stand still further attack! 
And so for the moment the victory lies with the armor.” 
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According to some French newspaper reports, it is 
now believed possible that the explosion which destroyed 
the Jéna may have been due to a criminal act. A sailor

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

A writer in the French Revue Militaire des Ar ées 
Etrangeres notes the striking fact that of late years there 
has been a great increase of permanent fortifications jn 
Germany. This cannot be attributed to any intention on 
the part of the German General Staff to abandon the of- 


fensive. As the result of a careful study of Gerinan 
strategy, the writer has come to the conclusion that the 
fortresses lately constructed along the German frontier 
are to fulfil two roles. Firstly, they will form a screen 
behind which the mobilization and concentration of the 
field armies will take place; it will thus be possible to 


mobilize and concentrate near the frontier without fear 
of interruption. Secondly, in the event of a war agiiust 
both Russia and France, the German armies will be ju- 
merically inferior to their opponents, and may find it 
necessary to adopt an offensive defense of the Franco- 
German frontier; the fortresses will then form strong 
pivots about which the field armies will maneuver, 


In pursuance of the program of the Japanese to in- 
crease armaments, twenty-four infantry regiments have 
been organized, mainly for the concentrated nortlern 
isles. The main base will be at Kurume, fifty miles 
northeast of Nagasaki. 

The steamship Athenian, which arrived at Victoria, 
B.C., March 17, brought news that the Japanese naval 
construction program is to cost $38,250,000, and wil! in- 
clude two battleships, one of 22,000 tons, one large 
armored cruiser, two smaller cruisers, three destroyers 
and two submarines. It is announced that Port Arilur 
will be restored as a fortress. The Tsuruga and the 
Corean Straits are also to be fortified. 

During the maneuvers at Ajaccio, France, Marc! 16, 
without lights, the torpedoboat destroyer Epée rammed 
torpedoboat No. 263. A steam pipe on the last named 
vessel burst, killing two men and mortally injuring an- 


other. The Epée towed the torpedoboat ashore, wliere 
she was beached. 

Germany, it now appears, has not re-armed her infan- 
try with a new model rifle, but the model adopted in 1:03 
has been changed to accommodate the new ammunition 


known as “§S,” the bullet of which is pointed instead of 
oval. The muzzle velocity has been raised from 2,034 feet 
a second to 2,690 and the trajectory has been flattened so 
that at 50 yards the trajectory is 4 feet 8 inches, or less 
than the height of a man. The total range of the im- 
proved rifle is 4,360 yards. The improved model weapon 
was tried in German Southwest Africa with satisfactory 
results. The rearming of the artillery with the new recoil 
gun will be completed April 1. 

Since the British infantry has been provided with a 
new Lee-Enfield rifle, a new gun has also been introduced 
in the field artillery, with which, however, not al! the 
batteries have been equipped. It is a recoil gun, con- 
structed at the government’s own gun factories. The 14 
1-2 pound unit gun was largely recommended, bui not 
adopted, and a 12 1-2 pounder for the mounted an‘ an 
18 1-2 pounder for the rest of the field artillery have een 
introduced. ‘These figures refer to the weight of the pro- 
jectile, while the caliber of the new guns is 7.62 centi- 
meters, and 8.38 centimeters respectively. The recoi! p- 
paratus is placed above the barrel, while in the field guns 
of all other nations it is below the barrel. By this unique 
arrangement it is expected to obtain a lower centro)aric 
position. The cannon-lock or plate consists of two parts, 
the lower of which may be turned upward during m:rcli- 
ing. The surface plate (planometer) is attached to the 
lock and at the upper edge of the latter is a goose-neck to 
which may be appended a visor for measuring angles, i0- 
tended for indirect aim. 

London advices note that the secrecy surrounding the 
execution of the British naval program was strongly 
emphasized in the launching on March 16 of the cruiser 
Indomitable, the latest addition to the fleet, at the }air- 
field works on the Clyde. She is the first of a new series 
of giant cruisers, which will be to the older cruisers what 
the Dreadnought is to the older battleships. The series 
will include, besides the Indomitable, the Invincible and 
Inflexible, which are now being built. The turbines of 
the three sisters will be so alike that they may be trins- 
ferred from one to the other. The Indomitable i: of 
17,250 tons displacement and is expected to have a °!' ed 
of twenty-five knots. She will cost. $8,720,000 and will 
carry eight twelve-inch guns. The secrecy referred to 18 
illustrated by the fact that while she is ostensii'y 2 
cruiser the Indomitable’s naval status is not definitely 
stated, though she will be able to tackle a_ battleship. 
The new vessel is attracting attention because it is known? 
that she embodies the latest developments in the construc 
tion of war vessels and the results of many experimen's. 

Noting the fact that Brazil has placed a contract I 
England for a battleship of the Dreadnought type, ‘ 
Engineer, of London, says: “The battleship will take 


three years to build, and at any time during that period res 
doubt it would be possible for the British Government, 0 
purchase her, at a price, under stress of circumstances. DU

‘Tokio despatches state that in pursuance 
of the Japanese program to increase arma- 
ments, second infantry regiments have been 
organized mainly for the concentrated

Rate of aimed fire per minute—British 15- 
pounder, trials not yet complete; converted 
18-pounder, 20; French, 20; German, 20. 


An official report by the Controller on the 
British Naval Appropriation for 1905-6 
charges that a clothing contractor at one of 
the naval depots had been paying to four 
ships’ stewards, who had been assisting in 
the examinations, a commission of five per 
cent. on the monthly bills. The United 
Service Gazette, commenting on this 
charge, says it is true that the name of the 
contractor has now been struck off the list, 
and the stewards, who have since retired, 
have each been fined a year’s pension, but 
the evil is only scotched and not killed. 
Some years ago it was notorious that many 
of the ratings who were connected with the 
passing of supplies, either of food, clothing, 
or other ship’s stores, were in receipt of 
these secret commissions. 


The Pekin correspondent of the London 
Times who has recently passed through 
China from North to South says that the 
military awakening of the country goes on 
apace. The soldiers, “though not approach- 
ing the European standard as_ regards 
equipment and efficiency,” are much su- 
perior to the old “braves,” and “may be 
trusted to deal effectively with any local 
disturbance.” 


There is a growing feeling in the British 
army in favor of returning to the old-fash- 
ioned three-cornered bayonet, but improved 
in these respects that the three sides are 
hollow-ground, while the blade, which rises 
to a fine point, is quite straight, thus pre- 
senting the formidable appearance of a 
three-cornered spike with dangerously 
sharp edges. 


The British Admiralty have prepared a 
return showing the total estimated naval 
expenditure of the principal Powers in each 
of the last ten years and their outlay on 
new construction. In 1905-6 the total for 
Great Britain was $166,948,000 with 105,- 
360 tons of new construction, in 1905 
France stood at $64,739,815 with 31,381 
tons, in 1905 Russia at $61,963,420 with 
20,416 tons, in 1905-6 Germany at $56,- 
506,850 with 33,936 tons, in 1905-6 Italy 
at $27.200,000, with 14,555 tons, and in 
1905.6 the United States expended $122,- 
224,740 and had 74,000 tons. During 
the last three years Great Britain has 
put afloat vessels aggregating in complet- 
ed displacement 346,465 tons, while the 
United States in the same period has 
launched ships of 219,356 tons, Germany 
142,348 tons, France 107,841 tons, Russia 
70,554 tons, and Italy 40,353 tons.
